vention was to meet at noon. By 11 o’clock 
there were several hundred spectators in the 


alleries and at the back of the hall, and ameng 
them were many ladies. The arrivals of the 
first half hour eccupied so little space that it 
seemed as if it would be impossible to fill the 
interminable rows of chairs and the acres of 
space on the floor and in the galleries. 


THE HALL AND ITS DECORATIONS, 

To those who came éarly the hall was a pretty 
‘sight to examine, At the east end the stand of 
the presiding officer was the central point. It 
was tastefully decorated with red, white, and 
blue in plaited rays on the front and at the 


sides. A black walnut desk, a large chair for 
the Chairman, and colonial chairs for his com- 
panions were on the high platform behind a 
superb stand of flowers. Belowthe Chairman’s 
platform, and yet five or six feet a»ove the level 
of the floor, a as Eee was provided with a 
desk covered with wine-colored plush, and 
he was protected by a rope of veivet 
that extemded around three sides of the 
stand. Back of ‘the place _ for the 
Chairman a sounding-board sloped up 
to the gallery above. Its front was covered 
with blue cloth, dotted with white stars. Just 
in the middle of this sounding-board was a large 
portrait of the President, handsomely framed, 
and below it was the quotation from the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congress: ‘It is a condition 
that confronts us, notatheory.” Atthe right 
of the portrait of Mr. Oleveland was one of Mr. 
Hendricks with this quotation: “The necessities 
of war cannot be BP gg pe in time of peace,” 
taken from one of Mr. Hendricks’s speeches. A 
portrait of Mr. Tilden was at the right of that 
of the President and under it were Tilden’s 
words: “Let there be peace and fraternity 
throughout the land.” Beyond Mr. Hendricks 
was a portrait of the late Goy. Marmaduke of 
Missouri and a portrait of Gen. Hancock filled 
the complementary space at the opposite end. 

Agilow of sunlight came in through shaded 
giass in the skylight overhead, nearly a hundred 
feet above the floor, and it lighted up an interior 
lavishly decorated. Asone looked at it from 
the front, above the Chairman’s stand, he saw 
the rows of chairs and desks provided for the 
newspaper  representatives—plain wooden 
chairs and hastily constructed desks of un- 
painted pine, the chairs so close together as to 
make ingress and egress difficult. Beyond the 
_— a clear space, then rows and rows of rush 

ottomed chairs in three sections, no aisle 
,through the centre, but two aisles at the sides, 
Behind the seats for delegates, rising upon a 
slope that ended at the level of the first gallery, 
were rows of chairs for alternates, .and back of 
them more chairs for spectators. 

Tho decorations of the hall were mainly upon 
the pillars and balceny fronts, and as one looked 
down the long and rather narrow hall be saw 
three lines of color; first, loops and folds of 
red, white, and blue along the mezzanine gal- 
lery, built in for the convention and broken into 
box fronts with eagles between the columns 
and each column marked with a State shield, 
supporting a pair of national flags. Above two 
lines of color was another line, along the front 
of the main gallery, ana the third line was that 
of the upper gallery, 50 feet above the vast acre- 
age.of seats. There was more color against the 
walls. At the sides of the hall were branching 
clusters of electric lamps, with porcelain re- 
fiectors suspended from the trussed roof. Far 
up above the Chairman’s place on the eastern 
wall was & prodigiously large painting of the 
Capitol at Washington, facing another large 
painting of Washington on horseback, reveaied 
behind a looped curtain of flags against the 
western wall. Each of the galleries was pro- 
vided with chairs. The supply was so large as 
to suggest that all the St. Louis chair factories 
must have been busy for months. 


THE SEATING OF THE THRONG. 

The crowds swarmed in rapidly after 11 
o'clock. There were separate entrances for dele- 
gates, the press, the alternates, and for ordinary 
spectators and distinguished guests. There was 
no crushing anywhere. Unaerneath,the plat- 
form end and in the open hall a legion of tele- 
gtaph operators were at their instruments. 
Against the walls, in plain view of all, were 
sigus prohibiting smoking, without the apolo- 
gotic explanation that a violation of the request 
would impair the policies of insurance on the 
structure. There was a large brigade of Ser- 
geants-at-Arms, bright page boys rushing about 
or waiting impatiently for something to do, 
each with a badge and an air of importance. 
They had been instructed carefully about the seat- 
ing of the delegates. The representatives of the 38 
States andthe Territories—820 altogether—were 
to be seated in alphabetical order. Alabama 
had the front atthe right. Arkansas was be- 
hind, then Oalifornia. he alphabetical order 
was sontinued from the rear forward in the cir- 
cle, Missouri being in front. Nebraska held the 
front place on the right of the next aisle. New- 
York's place was in the centre of the space al- 
lotted to delegates. At the extreme left front 
was Wisconsin. The Territorial delegates and 
more from the District of Columbia wers 
stretched outina long row atthe rear. Tho 
pipces of the different delegates were indicated 

y white banners, each bearing the name of a 
State or Territory in black Jetters, and the ban- 
a = hung upon red staffs capped with balls 
of gold. 

Tne Indiana delegation was the first to arrive. 

They were not cheerful, but they still stuck to 
Gray, and they indicated their loyalty to their 
patriot son, whom they were not ready to with- 
draw, by hanging a gray hat.ever the staff that. 
held their State banner. Just after they had. 
taken their seats a band was heard. It played

There was no impressiveness in the appear- 
ance of the New-York delegation when it flied 
into the hall. Instead of filing down the main 
aisle in a solid celumn, the 72 delegates leisurely’ 
strolled in through a side entrance and emerged 
from beneath the baleony at a point not 50 feet 
from the section reserved forthem. Their pres- 
ence was not noticed until Chairman Roswell 
P. Wiower had almost reached his seat. Then 
the spectators uttered a shout and gave a cheer. 
The delegates were ranged as nearly as possible 
in the numerical order of their districts. The 
Long Islanders were first, then the New-York- 
ers, then the river delegations, and so on up 
around the northern tier. Edward Murphy, Jr., 
was immediately in front of his old rival, 
D. Cady Herrick. The Buffalonians brought 
up the rear. The New-Yorkers were in an ex- 
cellent spot in the middle of the hall, and about 
60 feet from the platform. In frent of them 
were the Jerseymen.in their rear the North 
Carolinians, and across the aisle were the Penn- 
sylvanians, the Oregonians, and the Rhode 
Islanders. Mr. Flower occupied the aisle seat 
in the front row. Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn 
was at his side and next to him George Raines 
of Rochester, both good parliamentarians and 
good men forthe Chairman to lean upon in an 
emergency. Col. J. R. Fellows and Daniel 
Dougherty were within easy reach, so it might 
he said that the men who were readiest upon 
their feet were gathered within a dozen feet of 
the banker Chairman. 

It was nearly 12 o’clock before Chairman Bar- 
num appeared. He walked down to the desk of 
the sheer officer and cast his eye over the 
rapidly-fiiling seats of the delegates, the vast 
area of faces immediately back of them, the 
sloping rows of faces still further on, the gal- 
leries gay with ladies inj Summer costumes and 
a flutter of fans, and he tested the gavel to see 
if the head was securely fastened te the handle.

BANDANAS FLUTTER IN THE. AIR. 

California’s delegates coming in late with 
their bandana handkerchiefs about: their hate 
and their necks, or fluttering from their pockets, 
caught an inspiration from the sight of the two 
Gray emblems exhibited by Indiana and Ne- 
‘braska. Ina moment an impulse was obeyed. 
Delegate Turpey sprang upon 
hung his bandana handkerchief over’ the top ef 
the banner staff of California. It was seen in 
an instant, and a cheer went up. Before the 
cheer had subsided, Nebraska had hung out a 
bandana. Mississippi followed suit. There 
were shouts all over the hall, and 
each newly-displayed emblem pro- 
voked a new cheer. Pennsylvania and 
Wisconsin hoisted the Thurman emblem. Ten- 
nessee hung up a black handkerchief to suggest 
Black’s candidacy. Some one put a gray hat 
over the black, and then a bandana was added. 


It was plain that Tennessee was not solid for’ 


any candidate. Colorado hung out a blaek hat 
alene, Florida, New-Jersey, and other States 
fluttered baxdanas from their banner poles. An 
Ohio delegate put up a bandana and it was 
taken down, and Massachusetts indulged ina 
like performance. Nebraska’s gray hat was 
bound about with a bandana, while New-Hamp- 
shire carried the bandana alone. 

While most of the States were showing colors 
to indicaie their preference for Vice-President 
the banner of New-York was not used to display 
either the bandana handkerchief, the gray hat, 
or the blaek hat. When there was cheering, 
however, and waving of hats, the New-York 
men waved their red handkerchiefs with en- 
ergy. The piper of the Calumet Club of Balti- 
more struck up “The wearing of the green” on 
his tin whistle. Its shrill tones were not heard 
at first, but presently the tune was recognized 
and it was vociferonsly applauded. 


‘ THE CONVENTION CALLED TO ORDER. 
At 12:30 o’clock Chairman Barnum tapped 
upon the Chairman’s desk three times andin a 
very small voice requested the convention to 
come to order. He introduced Bishop John G. 
Granbery of St. Louis,a dark man with a dark 


beard and mustache anda coat of olericai cut. 
Mr. Barnum stood at one side of the desk and 
Secretary F. O. Prince, with a black-bordered 
white handkerchief hanging in his hands, stood 
at the left, while the clergyman prayed fer Dt- 
vine guidance of the convention and for Divine 
protection for the President and all others 
in authority. Very few persons could hear 
the prayer or the remarks by Mr. Bar- 
num which followed. The list of temporary 
officers selected was read by Secretary Prince. 
The name of Mr. Stephen M. White of Califor- 
nia, proposed for temporary Chairman, was 
greeted with a storm of approving cheers, jand 
when Senator A. P. German of Maryland, Col. 
Calvin 8. Bryce of Ohio, and Mr..F. W. Dawson 
of South Carolina escorted Mr. White to the 
platform he was accorded a most cordial wel- 
come, Senator Voorhees entered just at this 
moment, and as he passed along the front of the 
house and up the front aisie to the Indi- 
ana delegation be was given a march- 
ing salute of applause. From Voorhees 
the eyes of the convention were turned to tem- 
porary Chairman White as he stood behina the 
Chairman’s desk, @ man not over the medium 
height, dark, sturdy, with head well set back on 
his shoulders, full bearded, a vigorous, nervous 
man of action and determination, it was easy to 
see. His coat was decked with the wine-colored 
badge of the California delegates and a very 
liberal display of bandana handkerchief peeped 
from his side pocket. The first words that he 
uttered, asking for a suspension of conversation 
and movement in the hall, were uttered ina 
clear, strong baritone of high piteh, heard every- 
where in the hall and quickly and sharply ap- 
plauded. Mr. White spoke as follows: 


CHAIRMAN WHITE’S SPEECH. 
GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION: Profoundly 
grateful for the distinction just conferred upon 
me, I am nevertheless conscieus that I have 
been chosen for this position because of your 


appreciation of that important seotion of our 
commop country whence I come. I can as- 
sure you that those whom Iin part represent 
will regard with satisfaction the recognition 
which they have just received, not because of 
any uncommon ability or influence of mine, 
but for the reason that this is the only occasion 
in the history of our National Conventions on 
which the Pacific slope has been accorded 
jsuch an honor. California was acquired under 
Democratic rule. It became a Commonwealth 
under Democratic auspices, It is therefore fit- 
ting that the bestowal of this favor should ema- 
nate from the organization whose patriotism 
and courage gave her to the American Union, 
and that party should bethe first to press for- 
ward with parental fondness the children of 
those who knocked, and did not knock in vain, 
for admission to the privileges of statehood. 

Icongratulate you not merely as Democrats, 
_but as American citizens on the encouraging 
circumstances which attend the inauguration of 
our proceedings. For the first time fora period 
cevering more than a quarter of acentury the 
Democratic Natiopal Convention is held while 
the affairs of Government are conducted by a 
Democratic Administration. Up to the late 
Presidential election the Republican Party de- 
clared that Democratic success meant national 
ruin, and that whatever might be said of the 
crimes and transactions of those then in 
authority, * yg to no other keeping could the 
welfare of the United States be safely 
confided. This doctrine was repudiated atthe 
polls and the experience of almost four years 
has demonstrated that those assertions and 
charges were unwarranted and that the people 
were right in demanding and compelling a rad- 
ical change. The | grin of principles as 
adopted at our last National Conveptien pre- 
scribed with accuracy the rulesof conduct which 
should control governmental action. 

Grover Cleveland was selected by that con- 
vention as a man whose firmness, ability, integ- 
rity, and statesmanilike qualities pre-ominently 
fitted him to undertake the task of carrying out 
the great reforms thus suggested by the organi- 
zation to whose tenets he had ever been ready 
to yield compliance. No publio servants ever re- 
sponded to the call of duty more fully or in 
better faith than our honored President. Unos- 
tentatious in the discharge of his trust he has 
never failed to apply to affairs of State those 
sound business maxims, the observance of which 
is even more necessary in public than in private 
station. 

For years it had been generally conceded that 
it was necessary to reform the tariff The exist- 
ing law on the subject had been called into being 
during the excitement and because of the exi- 
gencites of war. The Republican Party, while 
not denying the neeessity for reform, has ever 
failed to suggest any remedy, and has univer- 
sally thwarted the efforts of the Democracy to 
-afford the needed relief. The present Adminis- 
tration has realized the promises made by the 
Democratic Convention of 1884. It has sought 
to reduce taxation and lighten the burdens of 
the people and to reduce the revenue so as to 
prevent undue accumulation in the Treasury, 
‘and has at the same time taken the requisite 
steps to foster and protect domestic industries. 
It bas discouraged the centralization of 
wealth, and has enabled, so far as cir- 
-oumstance would permit, those in the 
less favored walks of life to enjoy the: 
benefits of their exertions. In other words, the 
Democratic Administration has set ita utmost 
endeavers to carry out the platform on which 
our great reform victory was achieved. If the 
tariff has not peen modified, it is beeause of 
Republican obstruetion. The existence of an 
enormous surplus in the Treasury threatens the 
industries of the country, is a constant source 
of injury to the consumer and men of moderate 
means who find it ditlicult to obtain menetary 
assistance, because of the withdrawal of a large, 
portion of the circulating medium. This un- 
fortunate situation is directly attributable to 
the policy of the Republiean Party, whose aim 
has ever been to encourage and enrich mono- 
polies and to ignore the interests of the masses. 

During Republican dominancy many millions 
of acres of the public domain passed into the 
hands of corporate and foreign syndicates, 
tormed for the creation of individual fortunes. 
The obligations imposed as conditions precedent 
to the investiture of title were persistently vio- 
lated by the beneficiaries, and those violations 
passed unheeded until the Democratic Adminis- 
tration, in contormity with the doctrines of the 
party, declared a forfeiture, thus tendering to. 
those seeking homes in good faith more than 
40,000,000 acres, which had been withheld by the 
Republican Party for the benefit of aseifish few.

Naser) of lands by those not citizens of the 

nited States ana restricting the power of cor- 
porations to obtain title to realty in the Terri- 
tories. If preeeding Republican Adthinistra- 
tions had adopted the present Democratic pol- 
icy there would have been preserved as homes 
for settlers locating in good faith immense 
tracts of fertile soil] now in the hands of eorpo- 
rations and foreign speculators. 

For years universal attention has been direct- 
ed to the dangers of Chiness immigration. The 
advent of hordes of pagan slaves, disciplined to 
starvation, and mured to unremunerative toil 
has rightly been considered destructive to the 
interests of labor and a menace to the Republic, 
The Democracy, unlike its political adversary, 
has always been with the people in this issue. 
The.Administration has entered into a treaty 
with the Chinese Empire which must result in 
excluding the Montgolians from our shores, and 
which, for the first time, makes it possible to 

revent the perpetuation of the frauds on our 

mmigration laws now practicable by that race, 
and to preserve us from the evils of servile com- 
petition. Thus, after repeated Republican faui- 
ures, we reach a successful settlement of the 
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question whioh justly agitated a vast number of 
our citizens, and with which Republican leaders 
have proved themselves incompetent to deal.

Those) 
forebodings have been removed by time and 
theught and honest opinion, in spite of illegal 
force openly used, notwithstanding criminal 
efforts defeating the public will as expressed at 
the ballot box has driven unworthy servants 
from office and has summoned to power 
an administration to which no atain er sus- 
Dicion has ever attached. This was done when 
the world doubted whether a free Government 
could be maintained here, and whether our citi- 
zens were strong enough to control the agents 
of their own selection who defied the power of 
those from whom their authority proceeded. It 
was accomplished despite the perpetration of a 
crime agaiust the electoral franchise which de-

The 
cheering began with the delegates, spread to 
the alternates and the a then increased 
with the delegates, and at last the delegates 
rose in their enthusiasm, steod upon chairs, 
waved fiags and hundreds of red handkerchiefs 
overhead, tossed their hats, and emitted ex- 
plosive yells. The uproar-interrupted the 
speaker for several moments, and was renewed 
when he referred to the prospect of Cleveland’s 
re-election. ETO “ 

Gov. Robert 8. Green of New-Jersey made the 
first motion in the convention. He offered a 
resolution to provide that the rules of the con- 
vention of 1884 be adopted for the government 
of this body, with the additional provision thatin 
voting for President and Vice-President no 
delegation shall change its vote until the roll of 
States has been called and every State has cast 
its vote. A Missouri delegate made a point of 
order, which was not sustained, that the con- 
vention could not adopt rules, and, although the 
Chair properly suggested that the sonvention 
could not at that stage act upon the question of 
nominations, the resolution was adopted. 

Mr. T. M. Patterson, Chairman of the Colorado 
delegation, stood on his chair to make a very 
pretty little speech to ascompany the presenta- 
tion of a solid silver gavel, the metal taken 
from the Colorado minesand the gavel fashioned 
by Colorado skill. It was the modest offering of 
the youngest member of the Federal Union to 
the convention of the party that restored silver 
to the monetary plane from which it had been 
degraded by the Republicans, and it was to re- 
main a token of the renomination of ‘‘the peo- 
ple’s chofee for President—Grover Cleveland.” 
‘The speech was applauded and so was the re- 
mark with which Chairman White received it. 
He did not put the motion to accept it, but he 
assumed that in the abseace of objection it could 
be retained. ‘‘Itis as solid as silver,” he said, 
‘* and to the extent that this gavel can doit you 
will be under the rule of silver.” 

Mr. Gorman of Maryland offered the usual res- 
olution calling for the appointment of commit- 
tees.

Gor- 
man’s name was the signal for a yell, and the 
Michiganders set up a shout as the name of 
George L. Yaple, a former Greenback Congress- 
man was announced as their choice. Leon Ab- 
bett of New-Jersey was cheered, so was Alfred 
C, Chapin of Brooklyn, and Mutchler, the Penn- 
sylvania tariff reformer. The Dakota trepre- 
sentatives were announced by @ member of the 
anti-Church wing of the party. C. D. O’Brien 
of Minnesota called attention to the fact, and 
meved their exclusion until the contest between 
the Church and the Day factions issettled. This 
was ordered. 

Mr. Maginnis of Montana provoked a discus- 
sion by urging the admission of uniformed clubs 
to seats upon the floor.

Louis is used to big street showa, but it 
opened its eyes to-nigut when 30,000 men 
marched through its pbrilliantly-lighted aud 
crowded streets with braying bands, struggling 
to make themselves heard above the cheers. 
The parade has been given a great deal of 
thought by the Committee of Arrangements 
and it aimed to make it the greatest publie 
feature of convention week. How well it 
succeeded in awakening the enthusiasm 
was demonstrated.

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GARRISON WINS TWO RACES 


HE RIDES AURELIA 
FIRENZI %7O VICTORY. 
HARRY MANN FURNISHES THE TALENT 
—A SURPRISE IN THE SsTEEPLE- 
CHASE WHICH WILL DAVIS COULD 
NOT WIN. 


There was a good crowd, some fair racing, 
and a lot of lively betting at Jerome Park yes- 
terday afternoon. A slight sensation was cre- 
ated on the grand stand, when police officers, 
acting under instructions from President Hunter 
of the joekey club, ordered the bookmakers, who 
were doing a littie business on the quiet on the 
grand stand, to desist on penalty of expulsion 
from the grounds. That put a stop to ail bet- 
ting outside the authorized machines, except 
such as was done on the quiet between man and 
man, to which, of course, no stop could be put, 

The day’s sport opened with a five-furlong 
dash for 2-year-olds, in which a half dozen 
youngsters started, with Carnot and Diablo the 
favorites in the betting, and Lucky Baldwin’s 
Viente, a sister to Volante, well backed for a 
place, It was her first race in the East, and 
though it was track gossip that she was only 
out for work, still many followers of the good 
thing which Trainer Themas so often turns out 
would not let her run loose. The race was en- 
tirely one between Diablo and Carnot after the 
horses got out of the dip and into the stretch. 


The former ran up to his form very handily and 
truly and really had little trouble in. beating 
Carnet by a length and a half, the latter six or 
eight lengths in front of Viente, with the other 
three away in the rear, beaten off before the 
race bad been halfrun. The Viente party ex- 
pressed themscives as -well satisfied with her 
running, and believe the race did her so much 

good that ake will certainly wis a good race in a 

short time, 

The mile and three-sixteentbs race, an- 
nounced as the second on the programme, hay- 
ing failed to fill a race of tbree-quarters of a 
mile for a lot of aclling platers was substituted. 
Lieven of them etarted, and they made a lively 
vace of it, Marsh Reson, Littie Minnie, Blessed, 
and Miss Mouse leading the paity all around the 
track at the south meadow, with Sam Parker 
bringing up the rear. At the head of the 
airetch, however, Miss Mouse faded away as a 
competitor, and Coldstream went 1p among the 
leaders and took her place. Coldstream was 
good enough to stay there, too, and so it hap- 
pened that Little Minnie and Coldstream ran 
first and second, just as THe Times had guessed 
that they would. Marsh Redon might possibly 
have upset the result had not his bridle slipped 
while coming up the stretch, so that Stone 
couldn’t gather the old cripple for a final rush. 
So he was third,a halflength behind Coldstream, 
who was 8 length behind the winner, Little Min- 
nie, who has plenty of speed to win any three- 
quarter-mile race among platers if se is out for 
the money. 

The race of the day was the Croton Handicap, 
ata mile, which Aurelia of the Haggin string 
won, thanks to very vigorous riding in the 
stretch by Garrison, who wade one of the dash- 
ing finishes for which he 1s famous, and in which 
he rode the mare out for all she was worth. 
When the five horses started on their journey 
Bradford went te the front, closely followed by 
Lady Primrose, Bess, and Climax, while Aurelia 
remained in the rear, but not far away. This 
was the order around Picnie Hill, through the 
stretch to the foot of clubhouse hill, and thence 
on out of sight back of the clubheuse hill. There 
was no change in the order, except that the 
horses moyed up together more compactly as 
they reached the head of the stretch. Bradford 
still had a trifling advantage when the horses 
were straightened out for the run home. 
But he gave way in turn to all the rest 
but Bess, and Aurelia on the outside had a 
hot race tof the finish with Lady Primrose and 
Climax. Garrison’s rush with Aurelia settled 
the business, aud he won by a length from Cli- 
max, who came strong enough at the end to 
beat Lady Primrose for the piace by @ scant 
haif length, and Godfrey’s riding wasn’t so 
much to blame for the loss of second money this 
time as was the mare, who seemed to fail utter- 
ly to respond to the fins! call Godfrey made on 
her fora rush. Mr.J. B. Haggin, owner of the win- 
ner; Mr, Belmont, owner of Lady Primrose, and 
Col. Hali, owner of Bess, ail witnessed the race 
from the timer’s stand. They also saw more 
enthusiasm among occupants of the grand stand 
over the victory than has been seen at Jerome 
Park before this season, Garrison’s victory was 
avery popular one. 

Garrison rode another winner in the third 
race, a handicap at a mile and one-sixteenth, 
with Mr. Haggin’s mare Firenzi, who is so well 
thought of for the Suburban. To be sure, there 
was nothing buta cheap lot of what are com- 
monly known in racing circles as ‘‘crabs” in 
against ber, and how very bad the quartet was 
may be easily conjectured from the fact that the 
candidate of the Opera Bouffe racing stable from 
Mexico, owned by RK. Honey, and christened 
Buzzard’s Wing, actually ran into second place, 
The secoud money in this race was the first tuat 
Mr, Honey’s stable has won since he sent them 
up here to show Americans what ‘race horses 
really are. The race wasn’t very much of 
race, and nary worthy a description. Firefly 
and Joseph made the running nutil the head of 
the stretch was reached, when Garrison let 
Firenzi have her head, and she won just as she 
pleased in the easiest possible fashion, Buzzard’s 
Wing running into the place by a half length 
from Joseph. 

Another selling race, also with 11 starters, 
and at three-quarters of a mile, brought @n end 
to the day’s racing on the flat. It was a runaway 
race from end to end for Brait, who went to the 
front when the flag fell and remajned there until 
he had won the race by a half length from Will- 
iam Lakeland’s Ernest. After the race Lakeland 
bought the winner for $2,800,an advance of 
$1,600 above the centered selling price, of which 
umount Lakeland, having run second, gets $800. 
Itisacheap purchase for $2,000 in the hands 
of so good a trainer as Lakelandis. Garrison 
eame very near getting into serious trouble 
with Ariel early in the race. He tried to get 
up among the leaders, but his horae bolted at 
the foot of the clubhouse hill, swerved so widely 
as to ruin all chancés of again getting near the 
front, and it looked for an instant as if he would 
jump the fence into the south meadow.

FUNERAL OF THE VICTIMS—DR. 
NOT SERIOUSLY BURNED. 


GALVESTON, Texas, June 5.—A Rockdale 
dispatch says: 

* All the vietims of the frightful fire of Mon- 
day morning, except Pemberton Pierce, were 
interred in Odd Fellows’ Cemetery to-day, The 
funeral services were held at the Baptist Church 
under the auspices of the Odd Fellows and 
Knights and Ladies of Honor.

A DEVOLED NURSE. ~~ . 


DEATH OF MISS ALICE FISHER OF PHIL- 
ADELPHIA, 
From the Philadelpnia Ledger, June 4, 

Miss Alice Fisher’s regretted death yes- 
terday morning closes a most interesting chap- 
ter in the history of the Philadelphia Almshouse. 
The two Englishwomen who came over to this 
country atthe request of President Hoffman, 
of the then Board of Guardians, undertook 
what no American womag, equally qualified to 
administer hospital affairs, was found willing to 
volunteer for. Miss Fisher and Miss Hornor 
were in happy ignorance of the conditions of 
political control that had brought the Blockley 
interior to such inadequacy and ignorant charge. 
The Woman's Hospital,some 12 years ago, un- 
dertook to send some of its nurse pupils there 
and was granted the use of one of the 


euter pavilions, but oe could make no 
headway in the existing rivalries, and could 
not penetrate into the main hospital, 
so the experiment was abandoned for the better 
opportuuities of surgical nursing that the Penn- 
Sylvania Hospital offered. Blockley needed a 
training scheol of its own, for by no other 
system could the proper class of nurses be 
secured at least expense. In gaining Miss 
Fisher and Miss Hornor as the Superintendents, 
it had the unusual advantage of enlisting, not 
only experienced purses and exacting teachers, 
but womea who brought the home atmosphere 
and many social gifts into the bare, pauper- 
stricken, and shunned precincts of the alms- 
house. A new interest was awakened by means 
of the numerous friendships which the zeal 
and influence of President Hoffman, Mr. 
Childs, Dr, White, and others had en- 
listed in favor of these ladies, They were not 
pioneer nurses in the sense of eomparison with 
the many good Ameriean training schools. But 
they were pioneers, and most successful in 
showing how the dignity and tact ot the narsing 
profession can brighten the moat squalid sur- 
reundings, and can go hand in hand with tne 
graceful social observances. Ne better cap- 
tains could have been found to assist in the 
work of routiug out the vested abuses of Block- 
ley mismanagement. And they had the cour- 
age ef their opinions, as well as the advantage 
of not knowing at the outset what a stubborn 
power the political influence had  ac- 
quired there, ard how  long-drawn-out 
was to be its death, They soon added 
new forees. They drew into their pleasant 
parlor at Blockley many people who had never 
been induced to cress the threshold of an alms- 
house hospital. They induced gifts and created 
pleasures as well as comforts for the indigent 
poor under their charge. They made the pro- 
fession of nursing most attractive, and sur- 
rounded it with new dignities, which were 
personal to themselves, but which were com- 
municable to the ready student. In speaking 
of Mrs. Hawley (Miss Hornor) and Miss Fisher 
a3 One, We only recognize the beautiful harmony 
and devotien to each other which made the 
work of these two women so notable. 


BSR POONER CEE EA 
COLORED OKPHANS’ HOME.

We are glad to know that measures are 
being taken for the establishment in this State 
of an asylum for the orphans of the colored 
race, Itis not propesed to establish at this time 
a State institution, It is imtended that the 
asylum shall be largely under private auspices, 
being entrustea to the administration of safe 
and kind hands, supervised by representative 


citizens who show a marked interest in this good 
work. The leading spirit in this movement is 
the Rev. A. Jaeger, D. D., well known to many 
of the citizens of Richmond and Virginia. Dr. 
Jaeger bas the hearty approval and written in- 
dorsement of Goy. Fitzhugh Lee, Bishop A. M. 
Randojph, and other prominent Virginians, as 
well as of President Cleveland, Secretary Bay- 
ard, Senator Wade Hampton, the Rev. Dr. EI- 
liott, and the Rev. Dr. Leonard of Washington, 
and the Rev, Phillips Brooks of Boston.

FIVE BOSTON HOUSES. 


MEN OF NOTE WHO HAVE OCCUPIED 


THEM IN THE PAST. 
From the Boston Post, June 4. 

The alterations now being made in the 
granite building on the corner of Hamilton- 
place and Tremont-street make it correspond in 
external appearance with the other buildings 
in this block, ana for the first time give the five 
stores an air of having been originally designed 
for the purpose, instead of having been “made 
over” from dwellings. Itis seldom that a block 
of five houses has had so many notable occu- 


pants as these. Atone time Rufus Choate re- 
sided here, and the Griental countenance of the 
great advocate, with its furrows of thought and 
care, bis deep, penetrating eyes, the swarthy 
complexion that was matched by a wass of 
curling black hair, never failed to attract atten- 
tion as he came out from his house to take bis 
walk round the Common or to go to his office. 
The house occupied by Choate was afterward 
tenanted ms the late Dr. John Homans, who was 
the progenitor of 2 number of well-known med- 
ical practitioners, and will be recalled as an ex- 
cellent family physician. Another man of note 
who lived in one of these granite houses was the 
late Chief-Justice Bigelow, whose portl figure 
and florid face were so familiar to the lawyers 
of hisday. James F. Baldwin, the noted civil 
engineer who designed the Cyclepean granite 
reservoir, which was formerly se conspicuous 
an object in the rear of the State House, occu- 
pied another of these houses. The iate Robert 
c. Mackay, who was the lastof the surviving 
occupants of the bleck when it was given up to 
dwellings, liked to reoall the associations con- 
nected with them, Edward Phillips, who also 
resided in one of these houses, was the son of 
the builder of taem, who was no lessa personage 
than Lieut.-Gov. Phillips, who- 1s better 
kuown as the father of the silver-tongued anti- 
slavery orator, Wendell Phillips, than by his 
official position. The buildings on both sides of 
Hamilton-place are owned by the heirs of the 
late John C, Phillips, and this ownership has 
enabled them to prevent the piace from being 
shut in on both sides by high buildings. While 
erecting a lofty structure on the southerly side, 
they have protected the iight of the occupants 
of its upper stories by constructing on the 
northerly side of the place buildings of very 
moderate height, but which are so artistically 
designed that they harmonize with their sur- 
roundings. I think this block one of the most 
attractive in town, and the more so, as the effecta 
obtained are not due to bulk, but to pure and deli 
cate architectural tastein construction. Itisnog, 
perhaps, generally known that the high building 
opposite the granite block in Hawilton- 
place covers the site of the house occupied by 
the elder Quiney when he was Mayor of Boston, 
and that it was here that he entertained Lafa- 
yette. Another old-time resident ot Hamiiton- 
pDlaee whom I recall was old Dr. James Jackson, 
the most eminent of Boston physicians in bis 
day, and who has had no successor in the uni- 
versal honor in whica he was held by the pro- 
fession and the public. A “character” who 
comes to my mind in connection with one of the 
ola Hamilton-place houses was John Gray 
Rogers, who at one time commanded the cadets 
and was aiterward Chief-Justice of the Muniei- 
pal Court. His odd-looking wig and huge white 
cravat set off his florid complexion and made 
him an object of interest to the boys of the pe- 
riod as well as to the frequenters of the tribunal 
in which he-dispensed justice.

GEN. ANNENKOFF’S GYPSY QOCARTERS. 
From the Pall Mall Gazeite. 

A charming sketch of the quarters of the 
chief architect of the Transcaspian Railway, 
Gen. Annenkoff, is given in the Pielersburger 
Zeitung. Nearly midway between Samarcand 
and Amu-Daria, says a correspondent at the 
gypsy encampment, on a soil of clay and gravel, 


stands the railway train in whicn we live. It 
consists of from 40 to 50 earriages. The first 
carriage is the residence ef Gen. Annenkolf; on 
the lower floor are his workroom, his sleeping 
apartment, and the rooms of his secretary; on 
the upper floor are the quarters of the 
servants and _ interpreters, The second 
carriage is the general dining hall, in 
which from 12 to 20 persons breakiast 
and have dinner—namely, the officers of the 
railway battalion, the officials, the secretary, 
and invited and casual visitors. The casual 
visitors are persons who have come by the new 
railway which has not yet been publicly opened, 
and who are on their way further into the coun- 
try. The next varriages are made into a kitchen 
and a pantry, which is replenished by purchases 
at the two nearest towns and at the surround- 
ing villages. One of the General's servants 
drives twice a week to Tchardshui to buy white 
bread, vegetables, and now and then excellent 
fisn and fresh caviar. The Buchara beef and 
rmoutton are very good and cheap; the natives 
have plenty of poultry for sale and enormous 
quantities of wild ducks, thousands of 
which have their homes on the inland 
lakes. Dried truit, rice, and oatmeal 
are bought of the Persian traders who 
follow the new railway line, and Buchara 
melons, the excellence of which Sultan [bu Bat- 
nia recognized as long ago as 1335, and pome- 
granates are every day brought fresh to our 
doors. The ofticers’ earriages are charmingly 
decorated with carpets and rugs which the Emir 
has sent them, On tae upper tioors of their car- 
riages their servants and grooms have their 
rooms, and the suddle horses live mm front of 
the train, where they are tied to posts. A post 
and telegraph office, a hospital with a doctor's 
residence, and a chemist’s shop complete the 
staff quarters, besides which there are a number 
of carriages for soldiers and workmen. At 
Kisil-Tepo the s*-‘jon is finished, and at many 
other stations ecross the lines the work is brisk- 
ly going on, and thousands of newly-planted 
trees round them are just beginning to shoot,

Ex-Chief-Justice Roger 8S. Greene, late of 
the Washington Territorial Supreme Court, is 
now closiug up his legal business, preparatory 
to devoting his entire time te the ministry.

ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTH 
ANNUAL COMMUNICATION. 
THE GRAND MASTER’S ADDRESS RE- 
CEIVED WITH CHEERS—SPLENDID 

CONDITION OF THE ORDER. 

Representatives from 686 out of the 717 
lodges in the State were present in the hall of 
the Masonic Temple yesterday aiternoon, when 
the one hundred and seventh annual com- 
munioution of the Grand Lodge of the Btate 
pf New-York was opened by M. W. Frank R. 
Lawrence, the Grand Master. 

To the music of the Grand Lodge Processional 
March the Grand Master and his staff, many 
Past Grand Masters, the representatives of for- 
eign grand lodges and other distinguished Free- 
masons marched into the hall. Grandi Marshal 
Wright D. Pownallintroduced the Grand Master 
and otlicers, who ware received with the honors 
fue their station. Besides the Grandad Master 
there were present R. W. Johh W. Vroo- 
man, Deputy Grand Master; James Ten 
Eyek, Senior Grand Warden; John Hodge, 
Junior Grand Warden; Washington E. 
Connor, Grand Treasurer; E. M. L. 
Ehlers, Grand Secretary; the Revs. Robert Coll- 
yer, Charles W. Camp, and Jobn 8. Bacon, 
Grand Chaplains; W. D. Pownall, Grand Mar- 
shal; John A. Davis, Grand Standard Bearer;

Lodge of Ireland, was conspicuous. Grand 
Chaplain, the Rev. Robert Collyer, opened the 
proceedings with prayer. 

At the conclusian of the ceremonies Grand 
Master Lawrence read his address, Thereading 
occupied two hours. The most interesting part 
of the address was that devoted to the consider 
ation of the condition of the Hall and Asylum 
Fund and the approaching extinction of the 
debt. At the close of the last annual com- 
munication the debt had been reduce’ to 
$185,000. Since that time voluntary contribu- 
tions receivea from the lodges to be applied to 
the payment of the debt amounted to $103,- 
663 24, which brings the tutalof the voluntary 
contributions paid over to tae Grand Master 
since the beginning of the effort to pay off the 
debt tothe sum of $335,869 36. Of the 717 
lodges in the State 432 have paid their propor- 
tion of the debtanad 119 have made payments 
on account. 

Turning to Justice John J. Gorman, the Chair- 
yoan of the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum 
Fund, the Grand Master handed him a large 

ackage and said: ‘I now deliver to the 
_sratesae of the Masonic Hali and Asylum Fund, 
in the presence of the Grand Lodge, their first 
mortgage bonds paid and canceled through the 
voluntary contributions of the brethren to the 
smount of $101,500, all of whieh have been paid 
at their par value from the funds in my hands 
for that purpose within the past year.” This 
announcement was received with loud cheers. 

From the Grand Secretary’s report it appears 
that the 717 lodges in the State had on Dec. 31, 
1886, amembership of 72,113 in good stand- 
ing. From. that date until Dee. 31, 1887, 3,819 
persons were initiated, 3,773 raised, 1,009 affill- 
ated, and 1.054 restored to membership. The 
receipts during the year amounted to $1,410 11, 
and the disbursements were $1,356 88, of which 
$961 55 was for charity. The report contains 
much valuable information in relation to the 
workiugs of the Board of Relief of material in- 
terest to the craft. The report of the Trustees 
of the Hall and Asylum Fund, the Committee on 
Foreign Correspondence, the Ladies’ Masonic 
Fair Association, the Grand Leeturer, and the 
Grand Librarian were presented and referred 
to appropriate committees.

A SPLENDID CHURCH FOR BROOKLYN, 

The plans forthe new church edifice of 
the Tompkins-Avenue Oongregational Society 
have been finished, and work has commenced at 
Tompkins-avenue and McDonough-street. It is 
directly opposite the church now occupied, 
which has proved entirely inadequate to supply 
the needs of tnis prosperous ehurch of which 
the Rey.

The material 
employed will be brick and granite. It will be 
surmounted withusquare tower rising to the 
height ot 140 feet. The roof will be flat and the 
deors and windows arched. The auditorium 
will be semi-circular in form, with every seat 
facing the pulpit, The ceiling will be 47 feetin 
the clear, and there will be no columns to ob- 
astract the view or interfere with the transmis- 
sion of sound. The floor will be level for 35 
fect from the puipit, and wiil then rise at the 
rate of one-third of an inch to the foot, The 
gallery willalsoincline tothefront. The seat- 
ing capacity will be 2,100, 

This chureh, organized 12 years ago, has 
steadily grown and was particularly aggressive 
under the pastorate of the Rev. George F. Pen- 
tecost, J». D., the evangelist. The present struc- 
ture, which in 1tseli is a handsome church, will 
be used fora time for some of the departments 
of the large Sunday school; but there is a move- 
ment on foot among the wore progressive mem- 
bers to remodel the building for a clubbouse as 
ap auxiliary to the church which would have 
acommodious lecture hall, reading room, library, 
billiard room, bowling alleys, gymnasium, &e.

MORE POLIIIOS THAN TARIFF, 


OREGON AND ST. LOUIS PLAY A 
ING PART IN THE HOUSE. 
Wasnineton, Jane 5.—The bulletins 
from the National Convention at St. Louta, 
which were conveniently posted to-day near the 
Speaker's desk in the House of Representatives, 
attracted more attention than the pending Tarift 
bill, and the result was leas tedious speechmak- 
ing and greater progress than had been made on 
any previous day. The protectionists continued 
their old trick of delaying progress by offering 
amendments and making irrelevant speeches. 
In the latter there was more of the flavor of 


partisan politica than of tariff discussion, and at 
intervals telegrams from Oregon were read and 
the Democrats were twitted with the result of 
the election in that State, which the protec- 
tion members claimed was a popular cen- 
demnation of the Administration of Mr, 
Cleveland and the Tariff bill The waving 
of a red bandana handkerchief with a 
red rose pinned on it by one of the occupants of 
the press gallery called ont rounds of applause 
and laughter from the Democratic side, and a 
little sparring between Democrats and two or 
three Republican members who had good-nat- 
Mredly remarked upontheappearanee of the ban- 
dane. Very forcible, although brief, speeches, 
which were heartily applauded by the Democrats, 
were made by Mr. Breckinridge of Askunsas 
and Mr. Miils in reply to attacks upon the pend- 
ing bill py members on the otber side of the 
House. Numerous private telegrams were paas- 
ing over the St. Louis wires all day between 
members of the House and tariff reform leaders 
in the National Convention in regard to the re- 
port that the Barnum and Gorman element 
would probably succeed in securing the adop- 
tion of the tariff plank of 1884. This report 
has caused a great deal of uneasiness among the 
revenue reformers in Congress, and they do not 
conceal the fact that a failure on the part of the 
convertion to make an explicit declaration in 
favor of tariffreform wili be very damaging to 
the prospects of the pending bill, and hardly 
less 80 to the prospects of pow saccess in the 
Presidential campaign, The opinions of the 
leading Democrais of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittes in respect to the tariff policy that shoulda 
be pursued bave been telegraphed to 8t. Louis 
to be used where they will do the moat good, 
The protectionists were so elated over the re- 
perts of Democratic wrangling at St. Louis in re- 
gard to the tariff that some of them referred to 
it in their remarks in the House to-day.

Gon. Benét has sent tothe House an earnest 
recommendation that $7,000 be appropriated 
for the erection of aframe building at the New- 
York Arsenal, Governor’s Island, for use as offi- 
cer’s quarters.

Col. Gillespie says that 
since the first contracts for dredging the chan- 
nel were made, additional plant bas been se- 
cured, and if it makea the progress es- 
timated,'s the present appropriation, ($750, 
000,) will be exhausted about Dec. 1. 
He says there was no unnecessary delay 
in making the contracts and believes that the 
unavoidable delays that have occurred will not 
result in any postponement of the date of com- 
pleting the work which was originally set at 
Dec. 1.1888. It mar be added, he says, in con- 
clusion, that the work, already done has been so 
far beneficial to navigation and commerce as to 
have secured achannelinto New-York Harbor 
of dimensions adequate te admit to the pert at 
all stages of the tide the largest vessels now 
frequenting it, and this channel is now buoyed 
and in use. f

NEW-YORK’S CUSTOM HOUSE 


THE DIFFERENOKR BETWEEN 
FACT AND FANOY. 
SOME OF THE REFORMS INSTITUTED BY 
COLLECTOR MAGONE — CHARGES 
AGAINST HIM REFUTED. 


There is just as marked a contrast be- 
tween the actual situation of aftairs in the Now- 
York Custom House and as opponents of the 
Administration and of civil service reform pict- 
ure it as thereis between the customs reccipts 
for 1868 and 1888. Reports have been indus- 
triously circulated that, in direct violation of 
the civil service law, many hundreds of compe- 
tent men have been discharged from positions 
in the Custom House, which they filled with 
honor to themselves and profit to the Govern- 
ment, and for none but political reasons, These 
reports are, on the whole, of acharacter tocreate 
the impression that, since Colleetor Magone took 
eharge of his office, he has devoted most of his 
time to turning out Republicans, because thoy 
were Republicans, and putting in Democrats, 
because they were Democrats. If such reports 
could be investigated by those upon whom they 
are calculated to have an unfavurable effect the 
result would be similar toa premature explo- 
sion; the libelers would be hoist with their own 
petard. The reports are manufactured, how- 
ever, in the knowledge that investigation can- 


not well be made except by a very small per- 
centage of the class for whom they are intended. 

{ft a person who had carefully read up on such 
caw paign literature and was pretty thoroughly 
satisfied that in no department of the public 
service was the law governing appointments 80 
openly defied as in the New-York Custom House, 
if such a person were to take a stroll through 
the massive structure and talk fer an hour or so 
with Democrats who are employed in it his pre- 
conceived notions of the situation would be- 
come badly disarranged. 

One of the first questions might relate to the 
number of empioyes in the departments con- 
trolled by Collector Magone—How many were 
there? Thé answer would be that, exclusive of 
the Naval Officer's Department and that of the 
Appraiser, there were about 1,200 who recog- 
nized Collector Magone as their chief. How 
many removals had he recommended on his own 
account or by the advice of his assistants? Be- 
tween 200 and 300, Could not the exact num- 
ber be ascertained? An answerin the affirma- 
tive would be followed by a production of the 
books contatning the required information. The 
books would show that since Mr, Magone be- 
came Collector of the Port he had recommended 
the removal of 260 persons. This number ceuld 
hardly fail to seem surprisingly small to persons 
who had been led to believe thatit was like 
searching for a needle in Central Park to look 
for a Republican in the New-York Custom 
House. 

But other information, equally surprising, 
would result from furtherinvestigation. The 
charge has repeatedly been made against Col- 
lector Magone that he has so manipulated the 
civil service law as to make it an engine of de- 
struction to papancens and of assistance to 
Democrats. This, it was claimed, he did by in- 
stituting examinations for promotion and then 
removing from office all those who failed to 
pass two successive examinations. This charge 
can be no more substantiated than that relating 
to the wholesale change in the personnel of the 
staff. Compulsory examinations for promotion 
were advocated by Auditor John M. Comstock 
in 1883. He held them to be perfectly justiti- 
able in every way and the only door through 
which incompetent ofticials .could be reached. 
Such examinations were held by order of the 
Civil Service Commission and it was the law, 
both Auditor Comstock aud Naval Officer Burt 
said, that a failure to pass two examinations 
for promotion opened the way to dismissal. 

Mr. Burt was asked how many had been dis- 
missed through sueh failure. The books were 
examined and the number was found to be 32, 
Mr. Burt explained that it did not always fol- 
low that a failure to pass two successive exami- 
nations led to dismissal. It sometimes occurred 
that a man who had so failed was able to do ex- 
ceptionally good work in a lower class. Sucha 
man was never removed, no matter whether he 
had smelled powder or not. There was a man 
in his department who had oceupied the same 
position for more than a quarter of a century. 
He was incapable of passing an examination for 
promotion, though the questions to be answered 
at such au examination related entirely to Cus- 
tom House work. Butin his old position this 
man was far superior to a new-comer who could 
have paased the examinations in the easiest pos- 
sible way. His work simply reauired good 
memory. His memory had grown with the 
work ard a task that would have given a new- 
cower inconceivable trouble involved no labor 
for the man who bad been handling documents 
for more that 25 years and knew intuitively the 
resting places of thousands of papers. 

It was only through the civil service law, Mr. 
Burt said, that the barnacles could be removed. 
Before the law became operative, there were 
good men in the public service, but this hap- 
pened because the desires of the patron hap- 
pened to coincide with the needs of the Gov- 
ernwent. In a vast number of cases the men who 
had been appointed to subordinate positions in 
the service had few or none of the requisite 
qualifications. Many of these 1t was possible 
now te remove under the law for pure incoin- 
petency. it was necessary that others who had 
not committed any flagrant acts of omission or 
commission should be removed, as they were so 
much dead weight. The world had moved, but 
they had not moved with it. Years in office had 
enabled them to become so familiar with certain 
routine work that they could perform it, but in 
a slow, slipshod way. Such meu were an in- 
jury to the service. Why did men who occupied 
sixteen hundred-dollar positions resuse to 
enter an examination for promotion to po- 
tions worth $2,000? They stemed to have 
the same ambitions as other men except in that 
single particular. Why did they cling to small 
positions when better ones were within their 
reach? If their reasons were sound why not an- 
nounce them? They must have had reasons; 
they were never announced. 

Collector Magone had undertaken a task of 
huge proportions when he assumed control of 
the New-York Custom House, and anuounced 
his intention to reorganize it, There was little 
to wonder at if his conduct of aftaira created 
some adverse criticism. There had not been a re- 
organization ofthe New-York Customs Depart- 
ment since 1842, when it was made necessary 
by a defaleation of $1,500,000. Business 
methods in the outside world haa undergone a 
complete change; in the Custom House of this 
city no such change had occurred. Methods 
that had been in vogue when the volume of 
business transacted was smali remained in 
vogue when it had increased to wonderful 
proportions. The Custom House was a long way 
behind the age. In the Fall of 1886, Collector 
Magone secured the appointment of Special 
Treasury Agent Tingle, Auditor John M, Com- 
atock, and Deputy Collector Mason as a com- 
mission to investigate the customs departments 
and report such changes as they considered 
necessary for the good of the service. This 
commission had worked faithfully for six 
months, and in its report had made many recom- 
mendations that to many had seemed radical in 
the extreme. The report was satisfactory to 
the Collecter and to the authorities at Washing- 
ton. Every suggestion made by the commission 
had been complied with, but so gradually as 
not to attract purticular attention, Mr. Magone 
had seemed to be in deep water. He was deter- 
mined to find eut whersa he atood. He under- 
took a big job for a new man, but he had suc- 
ceeded im putting the Custom House on a 
business basis. Men who had considered 
themselves as absolutely neceasary on account 
of long service, and for no other reason, found 
themselves, uuder Mr. Magone's management, 
mistaken. Such work as he was responsible for 
he wanted donein his own way. It had been 
found that he was able to have such work done 
in his own way, and not only without detriment 
to the service, but to its advantage. é 

Auditor Comstock said that the principle of 
civiiservice reform was continuity of premo- 
tion. This was destroyed if the helders of iow- 
grade positions were allowed to reject an oppor- 
tunity for promotion. The law had been on the 
books before Mr. Magone had taken office, but 
its provisions had been tirst enforced by him. 

Although even in the Custom House it is pos- 
sible to tiud persons who are not in perfect sy m- 
pathy with Mr. Magcone’s methods, so atrong a 
hold do party traditions maintain, it is not pos- 
sible to find an employe, qualified to speak, who 
will not admit that under Collector Mugone’a 
managewent the staff has been wonderfully im- 
proved aud that throughly business methods 
baye been introduced by him. Friend and foe 
admit that he is a worker and that, hard as he 
expecta every an to work, he asks uothing in 
this line of subordinates that he does not do 
himself. A ¢hief of a division, in speak- 
ing of the Colleetor’s capacity for work, 
said it filled him with amazement. No 
matter how early the said chief came to work, 
he found the Collector abead of him. Frequent- 
ly the Collector reaches his office before 8 o'clock 
in the morning, and it is the general belief in 
Custom House circles that he gets there occa- 
sionally before the sun is up. He is generally 
oue of the last men to leave the building and 
everybody knows that while he is in it he is 
attending to busfness and nothing but business. 

That his energy and determination have had 
results can be easily proved, Take the Liquida- 
tion Bureau, for instance. When Mr. Magone 
grasped the reins the number of entries to be 
reliquidated was over 200,000, and the number 
of entries that have never been liquidated was 
over 50,000. Thia condition of things was a 
source of great inconvenience to the mercantile 
community. While the entries remained in 
such shape it was imposaibie for the merchants 
interested to close their accounts. Some of 
these entries were three or four years old, Sev- 
eral thousand were found stowed away in an 
obseure corner, Over 1,700 had beon thus 
quietly disposed of by one clerk in order 
to save himself the trouble of performing tne 
work for which he was paid. Ail this back work 
has been cleaned up.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 5,—An impor- 
tant decision was filed in the Federal court to- 
day in the case of Charles F. Brush of Cleveland 
against John Owen and others, in which an in- 
fringement of patent was alleged by complain- 
ants, testing the validity of whatis known as 
the Jepney system.

The 
i ba invention was dedicated to the publie by 
acquiescence in the ruling of the examiner, and can- 
not be Claimed in @ subsequent patent against others 
who meantime entered the field and used the re 
jected inveution. 

2. The patent in suit is limited to solenoids, and 
it does not inciude the common or electro-magnet, 
and thus construed the patent sued on is not in. 
fringed by the defendants, 

These briefly are the reasons for dismissing 
the bill for want of equity. ‘he decision is re- 
garded as unusuaily important, and the case is 
expected togu to the supreme Oourt of the 
United States.

THE OWNERS OF PUBLIO 
ROOMS JUBILANT. 
REVIVAL OF INTEREST IN ALL VARIE- 
TIES OF THE GAME—SOME KINDS OF 

ECCENTRIC BILLIARDS. 

The amateur championship billiard tour- 
nament at the Racquet Club created a very pro- 
nounced revival of interestin the game among 
amateurs throughout the city. Proprie- 
tors of the large public billiard parlors 
have of late years considered that their 
business has been injured by the growing popu- 
larity of the game inclubs and private houses, 
claiming that the prevailing tendeney among 
amateurs to do their practicing at their clubs 
has withdrawn a large proportion of the ordi- 
hary patronage from the public rooms. Since 
the recent tournament was agitated, however, 
the business at all of the larger rooms has 
steadily increased, until at the present time the 
room keepers are rejoicing over the fact that a 
period of old-time prosperity has been reached. 
There is a very natural explanation for this con- 
dition of things. In the clubs the game has 
been patronized almost exclusively by players 
who had become more or less expert, and who 
to a great extent monopolized the necessarily 
meagre facilities of their clubs. The progress- 
ive players, those who were anxious to develop 
such skill as they may have possessed, 
have been obliged to play in their own 
houses, or take infrequent turns at their club 
tables. Asarule, the tables in private houses 
are not well eared for, they lose their “ true- 
ness,” the balls get ‘off,” and the tips of the 
cues wear out with no skilled attendant to re- 
Place them with new ones. As aresult of the 
overcrowding at the elub tables, and the in- 
feriority of those at their homes, many players 


who have been seized anew by the game’s in- 
fatuations have been driven back to the public 
rooms. Should the present popularity of the 
game last until the time tixed for the tourna- 
ment of next year, it is very likely that a 
much larger field of entries will be availaple 
than was the case this year, when 
there were only four contestants, one of 
whom was possessed of skillso much superior 
to that of his opponents that there was never 
any doubt as to the resalt of the contest for 
firat place. With a tournament of eight evenly- 
matched contestants the excitement would, of 
course, be very wuch greator than was the case 
with the recent ono of four contestants only. 
There is no doubt that there are a number of 
amateur players in the city who, while no 
matches on even terms for the victorious 
Mr. Oddie, would be able to hold their own 
with either of the three othersa—Messrs. 
Bainbridge, Morten, and Dr. Jennings, Some of 
these may develop their skill before the next 
tournament to even Mr. Oddie’s standard, and 
in that ease a tournaméntin which Mr. Oddie 
should take part would be intensely interesting, 
provided, of course, that that gentleman does 
not improve his own game in proportion during 
the same period. In any event, with eight con- 
testants in a tournament, there would be great 
interest in the result of the contests, even if one 
ot the players was sure of winning the firat prize. 

“Tim” Fiynn, whose room on Nasaau-street is 
crowded during the daytime by business men 
who improve their leisure and obtain diversion 
by * knocking the balls about a bit,” said yoater- 
day that he considered the recent revival of in- 
terest in the game among amateurs to be one of 
the best thingstor proprictors of public rooms 
that coulda have happened. As a general thing, 
he said, when the season for outdoor sports be- 
gan there was always a falling off in the patron- 
ago at public rooms, to be followed by a season 
of prosperity wheu the reeurrence of cold 
weather made indoor amusements popular 
again. At the present time, however, instead 
of any decrease in pdtronage it had _ in- 
creased steadily. It eould be remarked that 
not only were the mediocre players develop- 
ing their skill by constant practice, but there 
were more learners about the tables than at 
any time in the past. It was avery good thing 
for the better class of public rooms, and the in- 
creasing popularity of the game could have no 
effect upon it other than to develop it and make 
it still more popular. Mr. Flynn himself has 
caught the fever, and is playing more frequently 
than for many years, At one time he was & 
cbampion expert, and at “pin pool’ had no 
Superior In the world. He was, in fact, the 
champion of that style of game. The game be- 
came unpopular, however, because of its use for 
gambling purposes, and Mr. Fiynn has 
abandoned it of late years. This is the only 
game of billiards or pool that has not recently 
been revived, Itis, in fact, a game requiring 
both the pool and billiards forms of play, anda 
very smail proportion of general players, there- 
fore, could hope to become experts at it. 

In William Sexton’s room, a few eveuings ago, 
& number of amateurs were awaiting their turn 
at the tables, and in the meantime were listen- 
ing to Mr. Sexten as he discoursed upon the 
various eccentric forms of billiard games. After 
a time a table became unoccupied and Mr. Sex- 
ton proposed a game of ‘ Around the Horn” as 
a means of illustrating what he called the most 
expert and yet the most amusing game of bill- 
iards that could be played. Any number ef 
players could engage in the game at once, he 
said, and eight of those present volunteered to 
enter. Taking three eues, Mr. Sexton laid one 
of them on the table, with the butt end in the 
lower. left-hand corner and extending diag- 
opally across the table so that the tip was 
about opposite the second diamond and just far 
enough away from the raii to permit a ball to 
pass between it and the cushion. Another cue 
was laid with the butt in contact with the 
cushion two inches below the tip of the first 
cue. The second cue, lying diagonally across 
the table, rested with its tip nearly opposite the 
second diamond from the upper end of the table, 
leaving just room enough for a bali to pass. 
The tip of the third cue rested alittle more 
than the diameter of a ball from the tip of the 
second cue, and the buttextended diagonally 
across to the upper right-hand corner, An are 
ot acircle inclosing about 10 inches of space in 
the corner, and indicated by a chalk mark, com- 
pleted the preparations for the game. Each 
player was provided witha ballupon wkichno one 
else could play, The object was to get one’s 
ball into the little circle at the upper end of 
the table witheut forcing it into contact with 
any of the cues on the table or with the ball of 
any other player. Any one making such con- 
tact has te sutter the pepalty of beginning again 
from the starting point. To begin: A player 
placed his bali in the lower corner on the upper 
side of the first cue, then, taking careful aim, 
drove it along the cue as closely as possible 
without touching it, The bal! struck the cushion 
close to the tip and rebounded through the 
opening along the second cue. It was an ex- 
ceedingly difficult shot, and even Mr, Sexton 
failed on it several times. Finally, all 
the balls passed the first opening anid 
were grouped in the next section. The 
second opening could not be passed in 
the same way by a single stroke, the space left 
between the two tips of the cues being too nar- 
row topermitit. It beeame necessary, there- 
tore, to make a atroke which would send a bail 
just to the cushion and no further. The moat 
expert players in the world would appreciate 
the difficulty of doing this almost as fully as 
any amateur. Of course, in attempting the feat, 
many laugbable failures were made, and almost 
everybody had to begin over again. In an hour 
or more the game was orer, and the last man to 
send his bali into the circle was * stuck’’—that 
is, defeated and compelled to pay for the game, 
It is a game that admits of and, in fact, requires 
superb judgment as to force and delivery of 
stroke and touch. 

While the game was going on, John Deery, an 
old-time expert, Whe now gives instructions to 
amateur billlardists, came in and told how the 
game had developed since thejdaya when a 6-by- 
12 table with six pockets and four balis were 
used, First the number of puckets was reduced, 
then the table was made smaller; next, pockets 
were abandoned, and finally the French carrom 
game Was made the standard, with its auxilia- 
ries, of cushion carroms and baik line, Mr. 
Deery eaid that in bis opinion billiards wasa 
more popular game at the present time than 
ever before. His services had besn sought since 
the recent tournament by many aspirants for 
championship honors, and some of them would 
undoubtedly give geod accounts of themselves 
in future contests. 

Frank Barton, who up to three years ago was 
the champion amateur, and whose runs since he 
becawe @ professional have been recofded in 
the bundreds, has alarge class under bis in- 
etruction at the Columbia Rooms, and is devel- 
oping some prowising players. Mr. Morten, one 
of the contestants in the late tournament, was 
a pupil of Mr. Barton, and other mempers of the 
Racquet Club are now numbered among his 
learners. 

Awong the admirers of the game there is now 
@ vreat Geal of discussion as to the manner in 
which the game can be made even more scien- 
tific and harder for sueh men as Slosson and 
Schaefer. It has been suggested that a game in 
which only two balls should be used would give 
an opportunity for the display of greater skill 
than any previoas form of game has called forth. 
The elaim is made that such agume would be 
tedious to spectators because of the inability of 
the players to count frequently, just as the 
‘* pail” game is, because the runs are too great; 
but others still contend that by practice the ex- 
pertsa could develop it intoa finer game than 
any other. It would be necessary to use both 
the pool and billiard stroke In such a gaine, for 
it would be as often essential to drive the ob- 
jest balias to control the cue ball in order to 

ring them into contact again after one bad been 
atruck by the other. 

Another eccentrie form of game which has re- 
cently been revived to some extere, and which 
was once popular because it permits any num- 
ber of players to engage in it at a time, is ‘‘ rota- 
tion” pool. In this game the balls are placed 
from one to fifteen at the diamond pointe of the 
table. Esoh player is allowed to shoot but once 
in * inning, vee os ham or net 
and the bails mus and pocketed 
the RI of numbers from one Io ‘itteen. 

One s the other quusing games ie the 
form o Ra with a 
pockets “one” bail 


ting it over. Generally if is a laughable game, 
and is played tor amusement rather than be 
cause it requires much skill. 

“ High, low, Jack; and the game” is another 
game of pool they are now playing. The “ fit- 
teen” bali is high, the “one” low, the “nine” is 
Jack, and the aggregate numbers on the balls 
pocketed by any player counts for the game, 

“Forty-one” isa game that affords muck amuse- 
ment. Each player is given a little “‘shake-out” 
ball, the number ef which he conceals from the 
other players, retaining the ball until after the 
game. The aggregate number ef the balls pock- 
eted and that of the one he conceals must make 
just 41in order to enable a player to win. If 
one makes more than 41 hehas to begin allover. 
Jtis an amusing situation that oftep oocurs 
when a player bas a total of 39 with no ball on 
the table of a lower number than three. 

All of these games and many others have late- 
ly been revived in nearly all of the public 
rooms, and room proprietors are jubilant. 


IRON AND STEEL WORKERS. 


THREE DIFFERENT BODIES TO CONSIDER 
_ TRADE QUESTIONS, 

PitTtspurRG, June 5.—The thirteeenth an- 
nual convention of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers convened here 
to-day. There were over 200 delegates present. 
The session was ocoupied with perfecting the 
organization for the two-weeks’ session. But 
little business will be done before to-morrow 
afternoon. The President's address of welcome 
will probably be delivered to-morrow forenvon. 
He has a moat encouraging report to make. The 


growth of the organization during the past year 
has been very satisfactory. The President and 
Secretary Martin will be re-elected without op- 
position. One of the interesting questions to be 
discussed and acted upon at this convention is 
the attitude of the association toward foreign- 
ers. There are many who want to bar foreign- 
ers from becoming membors af the association 
until they have become full-fledged citizens of 
the United States. 

There are 80 delegates in attendance at the 
convention of National District Assembly No. 
217, the Knight of Labor ironworkers. The 
session only lasted for a half hour today. The 
committees appointed yesterday began their 
work, and the remainder of the delegates took 
@ ramble through the city, visiting the various 
iron milis and other industrial establishments. 

The Western Iron Manufacturers Association 
will probably meet to-morrow to take action 
concerning the scale of wages to be paid the 
iron workers next year. Ajfew slight changes 
will be made. The scale may provide for a 
reduction of about 10 per cent. in the wages now 
paid. Said one of the manufacturers this after- 
noon: “If the iron workers are at all liberal in 
their views, lam pretty confident a settlement 
oan be reached at a reduction not exceeding 10 
per cent. in apy case, Should a settlement be 
reached the probabilities are that a new adjust- 
ment of wages in several of the finishing depart- 
ments will be required. I do not believe that 
the wages for boiiing will be lower than $5 per 
ton on a two-cent card,” 

The present rate is $5 50 ona two-cent cord, 
and it can be stated upon very good authority 
that the amalgamated association will demand 
last year’s scale. The manufacturers have béen 
sv informed, yet they believe that the iron 
workers can be induced to accept a reduction 
when the two committees meet in conference. 

“Tt is very difficult to tell what will be the re- 
sult,” remarked a gentleman this afternoon who 
is very closely identified with the iron trade. 
“Some of the iron workers, I understand, are of 
the opinion that they should accept a small re- 
duction in wages this year because reductions 
have been made in nearly all branches of the 
iron trade, Others are vigorously opposed to 
accepting any reduction whatever. I think, 
from what I have been able to learn, that 
the latter are in the majoritp,. The manufact- 
urers are DOW almost a unit, if not entirely so, 
in demanding a reduction of wages, but you 
cannot always tell what they willdo. Almost 
every year they say that they will not sign tho 
seale, declariug that they will close their 
mills, yet when the time cemes they sign the 
scale, and that is the last of it.

MONTGOMERY, Ala, June 5.— Deputy 
United States Marshals Phil Bunn and Thomas 
B. Love came in to-day with four moonshiners 
from Clay County. Tbe oilicers report a des- 
perate state of affairs in Clay. A few days ago 
an attempt was made to murder Allen Rigsby, 
who had been a witness in several cases against 
moonshiners at the present term of the Federal 
court. He lived on Red Mountain, in Clay 
County, and a few days ago was fired on at 
nightfail by an unknown party in ambush. He 
Was struck with seven buckshot in his arm and 
body. His arm waa broken, and physicians fear 
that it will have to be amputated. His wounds 
may prove fatal. The revenue officers report 
that the fruit crop in the upper counties is 
abundant this year, and that the moonshiners 
are killing or intimidating witnesses so that 
they can have a big run on the illicit distilleries, 
Rigsby’s house and contents were burned by in-

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Horse play engaged the House in Com- 
mittee of the Whole yesterday for much of 
the time nominally devoted to the Tariff 
bill. Telegrams from St. Louis, newspaper 
clippings as to politics, and very shabby 
witticismsfrom both sides constituted most 
of the “debate” on three clauses of the free 
list, embracing various forms of lumber. 
In each case, however, motions to strike 
out and to amend were lost by nearly a 
strict party vote, one or two from each 
party changing sides. 
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There seems to be no doubtthat Gov. HILL 
is dickering for the support of the Brooklyn 
politicians in his treatment of the bills af- 
fecting that city. Most of these which 
he has signed are of small importance, 
though two of them—that relating to the 
Soldiers and Sailors’ Monument and that 
for the enlargement of the Thirteenth Regi- 
ment Armory—excite the interest of the 
politicians. What they chiefly demand, 
however, is the veto of the bill allowing 
the Edison Electric Light Company to 
enter into competition with the ring 
which now controls the electrio lighting 
of the city and of ‘that which displaces 
éhe cumbrous snd incompetent Board of 


Bridge Trustees with a smaller one, direct- 
ly responsible to the two cities which own 
and control the bridge. Of all the Brook- 
lyn bills these two are the most important, 
and any Governor guided by a sense of 
public duty would not hesitate for a mo- 
ment to sign them. But the interests 
of the Democratic politicians of Kings 
County are opposed to those of the 
public in these matters. Several of 
them are directly involved in the electric 
light monopoly, while others desire the per- 
petuation of the present bridge manage- 
ment, and they make the veto of these bills 
the price of their support of the Governor’s 
aspirations for a renomination. The Gov- 
ernor has until Saturday night to dispose of 
the bills in his hands, but his hesitation in 
regard to these two is ominous of an inten- 
tion to leave them unsigned, which would 
‘be clear evidence of a bargain with the 
Brooklyn politicians. 


The adverse report made yesterday by 
the House Judiciary Committee on the in- 
vitation to take part in the centennial cele- 
bration of WASHINGTON’S inauguration in 
this city next April displays an unusual 
depth of punctilio. The invitation is re- 
jected on the ground that the present House 
has ‘no power to bind its successor,” 
which isto displace it on the 4th of March 
next, and hence before the ceremonies in 
question. Anattempt to “bind” the next 
House to avy disagreeable business of this 
sort ought of course to be carefully 
watched; but perhaps some perils might be 
averted if a second invitation should be is- 
sued stipulating to ‘*release” all members 
either of the Fiftieth or the Fifty-first Con- 
gress who do not want to come to New-York 
on that occasion. A movement appears to 
be on foot for a centennial celebration of 
the Constitution at Washington next 
Spring, and it will be a matter of curiosity 
to observe whether the House Judiciary 
Committee is equally anxious not to under- 
take to bindits successors to have anything 
to do with that.

THE ST. LOUIS PLATFORM COM- 
MITTEE. 

The Randall Club of Pennsylvania is in 
St. Louis parading the streets and visiting 
the hotels wheré delegates congregate with 
a banner with this “strange device,” 
‘Harmony and victory.” ‘This is at once 
an invitation and a threat. It expresses 
very clearly the ruling principle of Mr. 
RANDALL’s policy for many years back. It 
implies that if he may have his own way he 
will support his party, and that if he can- 
not have his own way he will oppose, or, if 
that be not safe, will betray his party. 
*“* Harmony and victory” is Randallese for 
* Rule or ruin.” The former sounds better, 
but it means much the same thing. Mr. 
RANDALL does not care a straw for a vic- 
tory of his party that is not in harmony 
with his own interests, and his interests 
are simply those of the Republican pro- 
tectionists by whose favor he is kept in 
Congress. 

That is not to say that he would not pre- 
fer a Democratic toa Republican majority 
in the House. He would, because with a 
Republican majority the protectionists 
could get on very well without him. But 
what he wants is a Democratic majority 
not large enough to carry its ends without 
his support. He cannot but see that a fair 
and honest resolution indorsing the Presi- 
dent’s position as to tariff reform would 
make it very difficult for him to hold his 
followers. Hence the Randall Club at St. 
Louis and the portentous banner thrust in 
the faces of the delegates wherever they go. 

The men who are in some sympathy with 
RANDALL are BaRNuM of Connecticut and 
Cooper of New-York, both of them inter- 
ested pecuniarily in maintaining the war 
tariff. With them, for the time being, is 
GORMAN of Maryland, but he is a politician 
beyond everything else and cannot be es- 
timated according to his professed views, 
since he can change them too easily when- 
ever he thinks the situation requires. 
When the Committee on Resolutions met 
yesterday afternoon Mr. W. L. Scort, for 
reasons of expediency that are not very ob- 
vious at this distance, preferred the selec- 
tion of Mr. GORMAN as Chairman of the 
comuittee. But the committee would have 
none of him, and elected instead Mr. Wat- 
TERSON, who is in every way a much 
better man. The Chairman not 
the committee, and will only report 
what the committee decide upon. But his 
selection is: proof that the majority of the 
committee are in favor of Mr. Warrrerson’s 
views, which are wellknown. It makes it 
guite certain that the convention will not 
be asked to merely say ‘“‘ ditto” to the con- 
vention of 1884 on the tariff. The platform 
of that convention will not, of course, be re- 
pudiated; it will very naturally be ‘re- 
affirmed,” for the process of reaffirming is 
_guch a convenient one that it is habitual 
with conventions: but in reaffirming the 
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tariff resolution of 1884 we may be sure 
that this convention will interpret it and 
emphasize and strengthen all that is good 
in it by an indorsement of the principles 
defined by the President in his message. 

The convention cannot do less than that. 
It would not have been recommended to do 
less than that had Mr. GorMAN, instead of 
Mr. Warrerson, been its Chairman. It 
will also, in all probability, give an indorse- 
ment to the efforts of the Ways and Means 
Committee to embody the principles of the 
message in legislation. That is a logical 
necessity, and to stop short of it would be 
extremely foolish and weak. And such ac- 
tion as this, with Mr. CLEVELAND as tho 
candidate, would define the issue of tariff 
reform and present it to the country in a 
perfectly intelligible form. Though this 
would have been done—since it is obvious- 
ly the least that the convention with any 
self-respect or respect for its candidate 
could do—with Mr. GoRMAN as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions it 
is a matter of congratulation that he does 
not oceupy that post. He is a poor specimen 
of a modern Democrat at best, and is a false 
friend to the Administration, whose real 
friends have nothing to gain from futile 
dalliance with him, Mr. WatTTErRsoN, on 
the other hand, has severely criticised the 
Administration in some things, and is not 
in sympathy with it as to civil service re- 
form; but he is an honest man; where heis 
opponent he is an open one; there is noth- 
ing of the adder in him, and he would not 
sting nor defile in secret the man he professes 
to honor and uphold. Above all, he does 
not in his position discredit the party as 
GORMAN would. In every way it is much 
better to have him in a conspicuous and in- 
fluential place than it would be to have the 
Maryland “boss.” 





THE NORTHWESTERN RATE WAR. 

The war of rates which has been going 
on between the railroads that run from 
Chicage to St. Paul is likely to bring at 
least one of the companies into conflict with 
the ‘“‘long and short haul” provision of the 
inter-State commerce law. The Traffic 
Manager of the Chicago, St. Paul and Kan- 
sas City Road has written to the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission complaining 
that the company has been compelled to 
adopt new tariffs ten times within three 
months. Until the last time it has read- 
justed local rates to conform to the require- 
ments of the law, but now it proposes to 
meet the cut of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern on through rates without disturb- 
ing again its local rates. This will make 
the charge in some cases higher for a part of 
the distance between Chicago and St. Paul 
than for the whole distance. The Traffic 
Manager says that the company has deter- 
mined to assume the responsibility of meet- 
ing the competition between Chicago and 
St. Panl without disturbing rates for inter- 
mediate points, and if complaint is made it 
will attempt to justify its action under the 
law. The Chairman of the commission has 
intimated that the matter will be taken up 
without waiting for complaints, as the 6x- 
istence of the rate war demands prompt at- 
tention to prevent possible disaster. 

The aggressor in this contest seems to be 
the Burlington and Northern Road, which 
has refused to abide by the agreement of 
the other lines to maintain certain rates be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul. All the other 
lines appear to be observing this agreement 
at present, except the St. Paul and Kansas 
City, and that is the only one that has de- 
cided not to conform to the requirement 
of the long and short haul clause. The in- 
timation of Mr. HANLEY, the Traffic Man- 
ager, that it would attempt to justify its 
action doubtless means that it will assume 
that the competition for through business 
and the consequent cutting of rates create 
circumstances and conditions so dissim- 
ilar for through and local traffic as 
to justify a departure from the prin- 
ciple laid down by the law within its own 
intent. There is not the least likelihood 
that this claim wiil be allowed by the com- 
mission. The furthest that it has gone here- 
tofore isto allow through competition by 
rail as an excuse for charging more for a 
shorter than for a longer distance in the 
case of those lines that have the Canadian 
Pacitic for a competitor. Thatis a foreign 
line, not subject to the Inter-State Com- 
merce act or amenable to the judgment of 
the commission, and it would be manifestly 
unjust to bind our own transcontinental 
lines by a fast rule which would enable a 
foreign competitor to take away their 
through business. 

But the competition of lines within our 
own territory, all subject to the same law 
and practically under the same circum- 
stances and conditions, would not afford a 
similar excuse to one of them for departing 
from the requirements of the act of Con- 
gress. If one of them could do so, of course 
the others would be likely to follow the 
same course, and the long and short haul 
restriction might be nullified wherever 
there were competing lines between distant 
points. The main purpose of this restric- 
tion was to prevent railroads from putting 
upon local traffic the burden of expense for 
maintaining cutthroat competition for 
through traffic. Putting down through 
rates ip such a warfare for business and 
making itup by high charges upon local 
trattic was the very evil at which the long 
and short haul provision was aimed, and it 
is plain that railroads should not be al- 
lowed to fight each other in the battle for 
through business at the expense of those 
customers and those places that are not 
concerned in the competition. 

To relax the requirements of the law in 
such a case as this would not only bean 
injustice to local traffic, but it would be an 
encouragement to rate wars, which the re- 
quirements themselves are intended to dis- 
courage. The real evil in this case is the 
rate cutting of the Burlington and North- 
ern Road. Wedo not see how under the 
law the commission has any power to stop 
this. There is no means of compelling one 
railroad line to charge the same rates that 
are charged by its rivals, or all the lines 
competing between two distant points to 
agree upon the same tariffs. Whether it is 
practicable to make effectual provision for 
this is another question. No such provision 
is made in exising laws. But the managers 
ef comneting esilroads wauld do weil to 
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consider that, if they do not co-operate in 
maintaining fair rates and avoid these 
demoralizing wars, there will.very soon be 
ademand for a stricter regulation and a 
more thoroughgoing Government super- 
vision and control of their business. 


THE CASE OF THE A, H. KNIGHT. 

The charges on which the Gloucester 
schooner Ambrose H. Knight has just been 
seized at St. John’s, in Newfoundland, adds 
a novel element to the fishery dispute. 
Her master, Capt. D1GGINs, and her crew 
have been arrested for smuggling bait to 
the French fishermen at St. Pierre in con- 
travention of the laws of the colony. Such 
an act is considered particularly discredit- 
able, because Americans have just been 
specially excepted, on certain conditions, 
from the general prohibition contained in 
the Newfoundland statutes against selling 
bait to foreigners. Under the modus oper- 
andi arranged through the negotiations at 
Washington, which has now taken effect 
for a period of two years through a Cana- 
dian Order in Council, American fishermen 
may procure bait as well as seines, ice, and 
other supplies by taking out a license at a 
stipulated annual price. No such privilege 
is accorded to the French fishermen who 
resort to the Banks. The selling of bait to 
them at willfrom ports in Newfoufidland 
is absolutely prohibited under the recent 
act passed by that colony. Hence, if the 
Ambrose H. Knight has used her own privi- 
lege for the purpose of defeating the law, 
the transaction can hardly be considered 
by the Newfoundlanders quite square and 
above board. 

It is not stated whether Capt. DiGGIns 
and his men bought in Newfoundland the 
bait thus sold to the French. If they did, 
they may argue that the license granted 
them to purchase bait was given without 
restriction, and that if they should choose, 
after buying it, to sell it again at higher 
prices they would be as much entitled to do 
so as to sell any other merchandise which 
they had purchased. But the use of the 
word ‘“‘smuggling” implies that it was not 
an ordinary case of trading on the American 
vessel’s part, but trading in violation of the 
laws of Newfoundland. 

It is possible that the bait thus furnished 
to the French fishermen at St. Pierre was 
not purchased in any Canadian port, but 
carried from an American port. In: this 
case the inference of misusing the privilege 
of purchase granted to American vessels 
would obviously not hold, the offense re- 
maining being that of running into the port 
of St. Pierre and there carrying-on a traffic in 
violation of the Custom House laws, which 
prohibit any such transaction. The main 
reason for suspecting that the A. H. Knight 
may have procured in Newfoundland the 
bait thus sold is that rumors had prevailed 
before her seizure of such a practice by 
some of our vessels. It was supposed that 
they justified their conduct on the ground 
that Canada’s imposition of a fee of $1 50 
per ton on an American fishing vessel’s 
tonnage for the right to buy bait and to en- 
joy other commercial privileges was an out- 
rage, so that they were excusable for in- 
demnifying themselves for their outlay in 
any way possible. 

The ground on which Newfoundland last 
year passed her act prohibiting the export 
of bait except by persons holding licenses 
from the Government for that purpose 
was that the French fishermen were ruin- 
ing the foreign markets of the Canadians, 
particularly in Southern Europe. Under- 
selling the Canadian fishermen in those 
markets was made possible by the French 
system of bounties, which furnish a subsidy 
equal to about half the value of the fish 
caught. The retaliatory legislation of New- 
foundland in forbidding the sale of bait 
at her ports except under her own control 
was strenuously protested against by France 
as an injustice, and was at first disapproved 
by Great Britain as being retroactive, but 
finally was sanctioned when so modified 
as to begin to take effect during the current 
season. It was avowedly intended to com- 
pel France to withdraw her bounties, in 
which case it was understood that this hos- 
tile legislation as to bait would be with- 
drawn. 

One of the American representatives in 
the Washington Conference, the Hon. W. L. 
PuTNAM, has justified the Newfoundland 
Bait act in these words: ‘‘We have been 
brought face to face with the statute which 
Newfoundland has been campelled to pass for 
protection against French fishermen, who, 
by the aid of bounties, are excluding her 
from her accustomed foreign markets. New- 
foundland is a large customer of the United 
States, receiving from her annually about 
$2,000,000: of goods, we purchasing of her 
in return only about $200,000; and if we 
lawfully could, we ought not to aid to 
cripple her by breaking down a system of 
regulations in a matter of this nature in- 
tended for her own protection. If the 
French, driven from the waters of New- 
foundland, should demand of us the right 
to exhaust, by purchase or otherwise, our 
clam bait in Maine and Massachusetts, in 
violation of our local regulations, we would 
not submit.” 

The temptation to smuggle bait to the 
French fishermen of St. Pierre, who need 
it, and will pay high prices for it, is no 
doubt great; but there is a risk in the busi- 
ness, as the Ambrose H. Knight seems to 
have found out. Perhaps one of the eftects 
of this seizure may be to cause a moditica- 
tion of the form of license issued under the 
modus operandi, so that an American vessel 
will only be able to procure bait enough 
for her own use. 


A LEGAL QUESTION, 

We have already called attention to the 
straits to which the leaders of the Knights 
of Labor have been reduced in their crusade 
against ‘‘pool beer.” The power of the 
leaders, who appear to be Knights ‘for 
revenue only,” rests upon their ability 
to force their followers to abstaim from 
boycotted products. If the common run 
of Knights will follow their orders 
in this respect, and they themselves can 
escape the legal ponalties for conspiracy, 
the boycott offers lucrative opportunities to 
the leaders, in spite of the growing reluc- 
tance to obey their orders in the case of 
strikes, If the boycott fails them there is 
neo money in Enichthood, and; as was xe- 
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marked by the late Mr. BURKE, the age of 
chivalry is gone. 

In most cases the boycott is a simple pro- 
cedure if undertaken under the advice of 
counsel, for the reason that*it does not 
much matter to the consumer which of two 
competing products he selects, however 
much it may matter to the producer. The 
great cigar boycott was an instancein point. 
It is impossible to conceive that any man 
who insisted upon the “blue label,” 
in order to reconcile his cigar to 
his conscience, was at all particular 
about the quality of his tobacco. If he 
had. been he would manifestly have ab- 
stained both from the union cigar and the 
boycotted cigar. A cigar was to the Knight 
as @® primrose by the river brim was to 
WoRrDSWORTH’S worldling, and he had no 
choice in flavors that prevented him from 
doing his duty as a workingman. But with 
beeritis different. Every drinkér sets up for 
a connoisseur, and. a good part of the con- 
vivial conversation of Knights, when it is 
diverted from the tyranny of capital, runs 
upon the quality of the beer. The “ union” 
brewer may in his normal condition pro- 
duce as good beer as the pool brewer, but 
when by the boycott upon pool beer the 
demand for his own is suddenly stimulated, 
it outruns his facilities and he necessarily 
produces bad beer. This fact may easily 
account for the refusal of the Knights to - 
drink ‘“‘union beer.” Their leaders are 
thusin a dilemma. Itis a condition that 
confronts them, not a theory, They must 
either acquiesce in the drinking of pool 
beer by their followers, or to ‘‘ show their 
power” they must resort to the heroic rem- 
edy of no beer at all. 

To prescribe no beer at all would pot 
necessarily cause them any personal incon- 
venience, since it is more than suspected 
that while they point to their followers the 
steep and thorny path of union beer, they 
themselves the primrose path of dalli- 
ance tread and wallow in the beverage of 
the pool. But allthe men and old maids of 
New-England once abstained from tea as a 
matter of principle; and it would be no 
severer test of the courage of the Knights to 
require that they forego beer. There is un- 
doubtedly a great temptation upon the 
leaders of the Knights to enforce the boy- 
cott upon pool beer by demanding that all 
faithful Knights shall either drink union 
beer or refrain from drinking any beer 
at all. 

If this were practicable, it seems at first 
sight that it would be entirely safe and 
completely effective, and it would gladden 
the hearts of the Prohibitionists. It is at 
this point that the legal question arises. 
It is well known that in order to constitute 
a criminal conspiracy under the Penal Code, 
it is not necessary that the acts complained 
of should be in themselves criminal. It is 
necessary only that they should be done 
“to prevent another from exercising a law- 
ful trade or calling.” This has been dis- 
tinctly laid down in the cases of boycotting 
heretofore tried. Now, if the leading 
Knights can procure the led Knights to 
agree not to drink any beer, for the purpose 
of injuring the brewers, would or would not 
such an agreement constitute a conspiracy 
under the Penal Code ? 

We agree that the case is not free from 
difficulty. In the case of any conspiracy, 
except to commit.a felony upon the person 
of another, or to commit arson or burglary, 
it is necessary to prove an overt act. Now, 
is not to drink beer, that is, is te not—drink 
beer, an overt act? Even if it be proved 
that a Knight has repeatedly and publicly 
abstained from drinking beer, is that 
abstinence an “act” which th® court 
would admit to have been done in 
furtherance of the agreement, the agree- 
ment having already been established ? 
On the other hand, is it not clear that if an 
agreement to abstain from using the ware 
of one brewer is an agreement to prevent 
him from exercising a lawful trade or call- 
ing, an agreement to abstain from using the 
wares of all brewers is a fortiori a conspiracy 
within the terms of the statute? There is 
certainly enough in the point to reduce the 
Court of Appeals to distraction, if it is 
ever raised before that tribunal, and to 
make both the expository and the dissent- 
ing opinions to contribute to the gayety of 
nations. There is also enoughin it to sug- 
gest to the editor of the North American 
Review to arrange at once for a symposium 
on it, in which the symposiasts shall be 
Gen. Ciinron B. FIsK and WILiram Mc- 
GLoRY, Esq. The respected Prohibitionist 
candidate might decline to engagein a sym- 
posium, if he knows what it means, for Lip- 
DELL & Scott define it with brutal blunt- 
ness as “* a drinking party.” 


The committee that has been investi- 
gating the City Superintendent of Schools 
will make a report to the Board of Edu- 
cation to-day. It will undoubtedly be 
in his favor, as, by a curious stretch 
of the appointing power, the majority 
of the committee are men who voted 
against the investigation, which was in 
this way, in the quaint phrase of the old 
English parliamentarians, “put to nurse 
with its enemies.” But so faras concerns 
the grotesque incompetency of Mr. JASPER, 
the most the majority of the committee can 
say in his favor must be that it is not 
proved. Even that would not be strictly 
true, for the testimony of Mr. JASPER 
himself prevents any candid man who 
heard it or has read it from believing 
him competent as an educator. But 
in addition to this fact it must be remem- 
bered that the committee refused ‘to allow 
the essential question of competency to be 
raised, and, on objection from a lawyer 
employed by JASPER, ruled out questions to 
JASPER himself on the extent of his own at- 
tainments. If, with a coat of thin and not 
very clean whitewash for the Superintend- 
ent the board drops the matter, it must 
understand that the public will not drop 
it. Such action by the board will only be 
one more proof that no substantial reform 
can be had from the board until the Super- 
intendent shall have been changed.

JUDICIAL ELECTIONS IN ILLINOIS. 
CuicaGo, June 5.—The judicial election 
yesterday in Illinois brought out only a very 
light vote generally. Asa testof party strength 
it had no significance at all, most of the Judges 
elected to the Supreme Court Bench having a 
practical walk-over. The political complexion of 
the Bench is changed, however, a Democratic 
majority being turned into a minority. In the 
Judges of the new Bench four are Repub- 


licans and three Democrats. The election 
was not fought on party lines, however, 
the candidates’ strength depending far more 
upon personal and professional reasons. Ques- 
tions of a purely political nature do not seem to 
have entered into the contest. In the Chicago 
District Judge Benjamin D. Magruder, a Repu 
lican, met no opposition to his re-elestion worth 
mentioning. Only 78 votes were cast against 
him and they wefe scattered among a dozen 
candidates, none of whom tried tor the place. 
In the First District David J. Baker, Re- 
publican, of Cairo, had things all his 
own way, beating Chauncey M. Conger, Demo- 
erat, by 1,976 majority. This district is usuall 
Democratic by about 700 majority. John M. 
Schotield of Marshall is elected in the Second 
District, and Jacob W. Wilkin, Republican, of 
Danville from the Third. Both won easily. 
Judge James M. Bailey of Freeport, a Repub- 
lican, was re-elected from the Sixth District 
without serious opposition. 
tricts no election was held. 

Judge Baker’s election from the Cairo district 
causes the change in the political complexion 
of the Supreme Bench. Heretofore that district 
has been represented by a Democrat. The 
election comes atan “ off” time and generally 
attracts little attention. The Cirenit Court elec- 
tions were even iess spirited, E. P. Vail of Ma- 
50n, & Republican, being elected to the Danville 
Circuit, and John D. Crabtree of Dixon and 
James H. Cartwright of Orezon, both Republic- 
ans, to the Freeport Circuit.

ENGLISH TAILORING SHOPS.

LonvDon, June 5.—The prospectus -of thé 
new Reading 4 per cents was circulated around 
the Stock Exchange to-day,and the bonas quickly 
ross toa premium. They left offat a premium 
bid of 1% to 14s, much business having bese 
done at 133. The price at which the bonds wera 
brought out—89—was rather a surprise to the 
Street, higher figures having been looked for. It 
is said, however, that itis the usual policy here 
of parties issuing loans to bring out anew lean 
at the lowest price possible, and then, by inside 
subscription and allotment, retain for them- 
selves the profit arising from the enhanced mar- 
ket values when the loan goes to a premium. It 
is expected that the bonds will be subsoribed for 
two or three times over. In London alone 1\ 
was bid to-day for half a million sterling. 

The testimony before the Houso of Lerds 
Committee one “Sweating” to-day was of a 
omewhat sensational character. It was given 
by Myers Wilehenski, an ex-sweater, who impli- 
cated Poole, Redfern, Benjamin, and other 
well-known tailors of the fashienable quarter 
in the practice by which the laboring poor of 
London are keptin a state of abject poverty 
and degradation. Ho testified that the most 

fashionable tailor-made suits are not made by 
men but by women, who get from 5s. to 8s. per 
week, and said that a large number of elegant 
garments were made in thé noisome 
shops and dwellings of Whitechapel 
and similar districts. He also. testified 
that the system was one great cause 
of immorality, and that most of the women who 
walk the Strand are known as ex-semployes of 
“sweating” tailor establishments. It is soarce- 
ly to be hoped that remedial legislation will be 
able to do much for people who must take what 
they can get, but the investigation, . coupled 
with the pauper immigration inquiry, has re- 
vealed a deplorable condition of things among 
the working classes of the East End. Arnold 
White advised the House of Commons sommit- 
tee to-day that the only solution of the pauper 
immigration question was that in vogue at 
New-York—to refuse to permit them to land,

ore than one of the General’s attendants 

elieve that had it not been for Gen. Sheri- 
an’s own strong will power he wauld be- 
ore this have been in hiscoffin. He has not 
een the most tractable patient during his 

Iness, but the strength of his purfiose 
to get well has been an important factor in 
the treatment of his case. Dr. Pepper made 

thorough examination of the patient, and 
Netemed to such details of the progress of 
the disease as he had not already learned 
by telegraph. He found that the Gen- 
eral’s high temperature had been reduced 
to nearly or quite the normal point, 
that the pulse had improved a 
little, and that respiration was better. The 
kidneys were showing good effects from the 
medical treatment, and taking everything 
into consideration, the patient was doing as 
well as the doctors could hope. Gen. Sheri- 
den was still, however, a very weak man, 
and the bulletin which was issued after the 
early morning consultation frankly ad- 
mitted that in case of any further complica- 
thon the gravest anxiety must be felt. 

The powerful opiates used to induce sleep 
were again employed after Dr. Pepper had 
started on his return to Philadeiphia, and 
the General was soon in the semi-conscious 
condition which had marked the long 
hours of the night. So far as can 
be learned from those about him 
Gen. Sheridan remained in this con- 
dition until after 9 o’clock. Long before 
that hour the stream of callers anxious to 
jearn how the General was, which has 
marked each day of his sickness, had begun 
to reach the house, and to each inquirer the 
answer was given that there was “no 
phange.” 

But between 9 and. 10-o’clock there was a 
pudden renewaLof activity upon the part of 
the doctors and attendants, and later it was 
learned that the General had again suffered 
p hemorrhage of the stomach. It was de- 
clared, however, that there had been no ill 
efiects, but that the hemorrhage, being 
very slight,. had really relieved the 

atient rather than weakened him. 

ot long after this there was a second 
slight hemorrhage, and this, too, the doctors 
asserted, had apparently passed off without 
doing the General any harm. But it was 
evident thatif there was any improvement 
it was very slight, for three of the four 
physicians remaimed constantly in the sick 
chamber. 

Soon afternoon the Rev. Father Chap- 
pelle called at the house, and the report 
uickly spread thatthe end was near. Dr. 
happelle remained in the house a lon 
time, but it was denied that he had calle 
because of any new change for the worse in 
Gen. Sheridan’s condition. At noon, at 1 
dclock, at 2 o’clock, and so on during all 
the afternoon the same_ stereotyped 
reply: ‘“‘Thereisno change,”was given to 
every person who as for information. 
This meant that Gen. Sheridan was still 
dozing under-the effects. of the drugs given. 
to induce sleep, with occasional fits of 
wakefulness and unrest, which the doctors 
overcame as quickly as possible. His mind. 
was ond. and at times the hacking cough 

disturbed his rest. ; 

It was not untilevening that the message 
from the sick room was changed, and then, 
in a bulletin dated at 8 o’clock, the physi-* 
cians gave the first- encouraging word 
that had been sent out in 36 hours. 
They said that the General’s pulse and 
general condition was satisfactory and his 
mind much clearer, and that “for the. 
time being” there was a real improvement. 
It was a carefully-worded bulletin, and to 
some of the anxious watchers the guarded 
language was not at all enco ng. To 
the General’s wife and family, however, 
the announcement was a very welcome one, 
and the slight improvement was eager] 
seized upon as a foundation for renewe 
hope that his life might after all be saved. 
Late to-night it was stated that the im- 

rovement noted in the evening bulletin, 
fad been maintained, and that there was 
afair prospect that Gen. Sheridan would 

ass the night without another of the re- 
apses which are so greatly dreaded, be- 
cause each one is more than likely to be 
the last. i °

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A CITY SWEPT BY FIRE. 


HUNDREDS OF HOUSES DESTROYED, ALSO 
A CHURCH*eAND CONVENT. 


Orrawa, Ontario, June 5.—This after- 
noon a fire swept over Wards Nos. 4 and 5 of 
the city of Hull, opposite Ottawa, destroying 
between 300 and 450 houses and rendering 
over 2,500 persons homeless, Six orseven blocks 
are now a smoldering mass of ruins. The 
fire broke out at about 3:45 o’clock in the City 
Hall,.situated in the centre of the most populous 
portion of the city, and the raging wind served 
to spread the flames with remarkable rapidity. 
The fire brigade was on the spot almost 
immediately, but the fire appliances were 
miserably insufficient, and the water pressure 
was very low. The building was soon a mass 
of flames, and the wind hurled burning embers 
eastward across the square into a long block of 
wooden houses, which took fire at once, 

The fire then swept everything before. it, 
spreading further east and aiso extending 
northeast about three blocks, and _liter- 
ally burned itself out about half a mile 
from where it started. The area it 
traversed extends from y Hall-square 
to McRae’s dock, outside the city limits. To- 


night hundreds of families are camped in the 
open air without shelter of any kind. Prompt 
measures for their relief have been taken, and 
matters are likely to bein good shape to-mor- 
row. 

The loss is hard to estimate. It may be $500,- 
000, and possibly it will reach $800,000. The 
insurance will not reach one-fifth the 
amount of loss. The principal buildings 
purned, apart from 15 or 20 stores and 
shops, were the City Hall, the Catholic Church, 
a stone structure worth $160,000, a three-story 
stone presbytery, anda convent. The origin of 
the fire is unknown. 

The east end ofthe city is a smoking ruin to- 
night. The fire nearly spread by way of North 
End to the upper or most populous portion of 
Hull destroyed two years ago, but ow- 
ing. to assistance from Ottawa the fire 
in that direction was checked near the 
corner of Victoria and Brittania atreets, 
The scene was one never to be forgotten. All 
the dwellings were miserable shanties or cot- 
tages, principally occupied by mill hands. The 
houses were nearly as dry as tinder, andin 
nearly every instance the occupants barely es- 
caped with their lives. Women wild with terror 
rushed around searching for their children and 
the blinding smoke tended to . increase 
the confusion and excitement. Many citizens 
seeing their dwellings were doomed turned 
their attention to the contents of the church, 
and many of the statues and ornaments were 
saved. No lives are reported lost, though 
many sick people were rescued from a terribie 
fate, but not a moment too soon. 

The lightness of the insurance is owing to the 
difficulty of getting the property insured on ac- 
count of its inflammable character, the paucity 
of fire extinguishing apparatus, and the pov- 
erty of the mill hands. ;

IMPALED ON A RAILING. 


A MINISTER’S WIFE COMMITS SUICIDE 
WHILE INSANE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 5.—The wife of the 
Rev. Olof Schroeder, Pastor of St. John’s Ger- 
man Church of the Missouri Synod at Wharton 
and Barlow streets, who threw her little baby 
out of the second-story window of the par- 
sonage, 524 Wharton-street, adjoining the 
church, on Sunday, jnmped out of the same 
window herself at 6 o’clock this morning. She 
was impaled on the sharp-pointed iron railing 
in front of the house and willdie. Two men on 
their way to work passed the parsonage just 
after the woman flung herself from the 
window. They saw her writhing on the top 
of the railing with three of the sharp points im- 


bedded three or four inches into her flesh. The 
men lifted her from the railing and carried 
her into the parsonage. The minister had 
tried to save his wife when she jumped, 
and when the men. carried her into 
the house groaning: with pain, Mr. Schroeder, 
who was almost crazy with grief, was hurrying 
to the front door. 

When he saw his suffering wife-he ran for a 
doctor, who said there was very little 
hope of the woman’s life and _ or- 
dered her tg be taken to a _ hospital. 
After her wounds had been dressed and she was 
laid on a cot the doctors said that the woman 
was injured internally and would surely die. 
Pastor Schroeder said, after his wife had been 
cared for and quieted: 

‘We retired last night at about midnight. 
My wife was very much excited and I gave her 
some chloral to quiet her nerves and produce 
sleep. At 2:30 o’clock I was awakened by her 
and she askea me to give her some more medi- 
cine. I did so and she slept for over 
two hours. A little before 6 o’clock, while 
I was dozing, I heard a noise and looking 
around I saw my wife standing in her night 
dress at the open window. 1 jumped out of bed 
and rushed to the window, and was just about 
to catch her around the waist when she 
leaped out of the window. She made a 
headlong plunge and fell with a crash 
on the sharp points of the ironrailing. I looked 
out of the window and saw her pinned to the 
railing, and her poor face horribly disfigured 
and eee 4 I turned from the window in an 
instant and hurried down stairs just in time to 
open the door for the two men who carried my 
wife into the house.” 

Pastor Schroeder said that his wife’s father 
while insane was killed by jumping out of a 
window of his house in Germany some years 
ago. Mr. Schroeder said that his wife had been 
insane at times for years.

JUDGMENTS AGAINST THE DE GOLYER 
VARNISH COMPANY. 

CurcaGco, June 5.—The De Golyer Varnish 
Company, one of the oldest concerns in its line 
of bisiness in the country, failed to-day, At- 
torney Frank 8. Weigley in the Superior Court 
entering judgments aggregating nearly $122,000 
against it. They are asfollows: First National 
Bank, $37,627 95; Union National Bank, 
$8,500; C. W. Rhodes, Trustee, $50,000; Carey, 
Trustee for Carey, Ogden & Parker, $25,696 80. 
These judgments represent only a part of the 


liabilities of the firm, its entire debts not being 
at present known, but it is understood that 
banka in Troy, N. Y., and several other Eastern 
parties are deeply interested. The failure is 

robably one of the most surprising tnat 

Ss ever oocurred in Chicago or else- 
where. It is said to have been caused by 
the indorsement by the company of the 
paper of the Sheboygan Manufacturing 
Company for something over $100,000. These 
indorsements were made by C. F. De Golyer, 
President of the company, and for the past year 
its manager. His father, Watts De Golyer, one 
of the founders of the business, has been in 
Europe for six months. He sailed from Liver- 
pool yesterday, and had no suspicion that the 
affairs of the company were not in as prosperous 
condition as when he was giving it his personal 
attention. Great efforts were made to keep the 
concern afloat until he could reach home, but it 
wasimpessible. His brother in the East has 
been indorsing for the Saeboygan concern for 


‘gome time past, but last week he died suddenly 


and left the burden on the De Golyer Company. 
The Sheboygan concern was forced to suspend 
and this precipitated the suspension of the De 
Golyer Company. 

The assets are believed to be ample to protect 
all the judgment creditors. It is understood 
that several Chicago parties hold the paper of 
the company, but are amply secured.

SOMETHING NEW IN GASLIGHT. 
Something new in artificial light is pro- 
duced, it is claimed, threugh the Bunsen princi- 
ple. By this system ordinary illuminating gas 
is treated in such &@ Manner as to produce per- 
fect combustion. Either a perfectly white light 


or a light similar to that given by ceal gas can 
be produced. The heat produced by the new 
light is said to be only a fourth of that thrown 
off by other varieties. 

Perhaps the chief claim to favor possessed by 
the new light lies in its complete freedom from 
smoke or soot. Nota particle of either is shed 
by it. It has acouple of other features, how- 
ever, that are almost as pleasant. The light is 
said to be more powerful than ordinary gas- 
light. The flame is steady, and it is said that by 
using the new light gas bills will be reduced at 
least one-half as compared with present rates. 

The new light dees {not require a new-fangied 
gas fixture. Ailthat is required is to furnish 
the old gas fixture with a 
latter is said to be practically indestructable. 

By the Bunsen principle the illuminating gas 
ts converted into a bluish heating flame. Sus- 
pended over the flame is a “ mantle.” The con- 
traction of the ‘‘ mantle” is eurious. A cotton 
‘cylinder, about 5 inches long and 2 inches 
in diameter, is covered witn net-work and dipped 
in a chemical solution. It is heldioyer the 
flame until the cotton net-work has been con- 
sumed, leaving the oxides of the metal in a per- 
manent net-work form. The heat of the gas 
burning within the eylender converts it intoa 
brilliant, steady flame.

West Point, June 5.—Hot weather has 
come to West Point along with the Summer girls, 
and the two go very well together. A good 
crowd of the young ladies went to the Library 
Building this morning to hear the First Class 
men tell what they knew about lenses and selar 
days, both mean and apparent. The cadets dis- 
tinguished themsetves by making good recita- 
tions, as usual, though it was difficult to see 
how some of them managed todoit. Someof 
the young women, whose frivolous’ minds were 
incapable of understanding what a serious 
thing the examination was for the young men, 
sat close to the blackboards and divided their 
time between ogling the cadets and whispering 
to one another. It was enough to wholly dis- 
tract the attention of the young fellows, and 
why the severe-looking examiners in full dress 
uniform permitted such nonsense was difficult 
to perceive. 

Preparations are going on for the cadet ball in 
arather slow and uncertain manner, owing to 
the illness of Gen. Sheridan. If he is alive the 
ball will take place in the mess hall on Friday 
evening.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA’S GOOD YEAR. 
FIGURES SHOWING THE EARNINGS OF 
THE ROAD DURING LAST YEAR. 

PittspurG, Penn.,’ June 5.—The annual 
meeting of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
was held in this city to-day, Thomas D. Messler 
acting as Chairman. The annual report for 
1887 was submitted and read by 8S. B. Liggett. 
Secretary. It covers 2,791 miles of railroad, 
The results accruing to the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, proprietary department, were as follows: 
Total revenue for 1887, $2,409,258 13; deduct 
for interest on bonds, general expenses, interest 


on car trusts, and losses in operating leased 
roads, $1,733,742 09; leaving a profit for 1887 
of $675,516 04, against a deficioncy for 1886 of 
$200,674 36; a gain of $876,190 40. 

The results on the principal lines operated 
were as follows: A profit in operating the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago of $576,057 73 
in 1887, being a gain as compared with 1886 of 
$535,149 19. In the case of the Newcastle and 
Beaver Valley, a profit of $24,707 06 for 1887, 
being an increase over 1886 of $5,289 96. The 
loss for 1887 on the Erie and Pittsburg 
was $287,306 25, while in 1886 the 
loss on this road was $225,794 39. The result 
for 1887 on the Cleveland and Pittsburg was & 
loss of $27,247 76, against a loss of $32,377 97 
in 1886. In the case of the Indianapolis and 
Vincennes the loss for 1887 was $245,300 04, 
while the loss for 1886 was $182,909 59. Tak- 
ing the system as a whole the increase in traffic 
was large, 3,551,046 more tons of freight having 
been carried than in 1886, while the increase in 
the number of passengers moved was 988,107. 

Extensive renewals and repairs were made to 
the roadbed, bridges, and stations, and the condi- 
tion of the motive poweris more than main- 
tained, while large expenditures were made. in 
the purchase and improvement of real estate at 
terminal points. The amountexpended for con- 
struction, equipment, and real estate upon lines 
west of Pittsburg for the year, including sums 
advanced for the construction of new branches 
and auxiliary lines, was $2,806,162 98. 

The eld Board of Directors was re-eiected as 
follows: G. B. Roberts, Henry H. Houston, Wistar 
Morris, Edmund Smith, Henry D. Welsh, J. N. 
Dubarry, John Price Wetherill, John P. Green, 
and William H. Barnes of Philadelphia, J. N. 
McCullough, William Shaw, Thomas D. Measler, 
and James McCrea of Pittsburg. A board meet- 
ing for organization will be held at an early day. 
The lease of the Pittsburg, Youngstown and 
Ashtabula Railroad, made Dee. 12, 1887, was 
unanimously confirmed. 


AWAITING THE RESULT. 

St. Pau, Minn., June 5.—Neither the 
general reduction in rates announced by the 
Burlington and Nerthern nor the particular re- 
duction of the St. Paul and Kansas City was 
met by the other St. Raul roads yesterday. In- 
quiry among the officials to-day develops the 
opinion that no action would be taken by any of 
the others for the present. In fact, it is under- 


stood that the effect of the action of the St. Paul 
and Kansas City wili govern the other roads in 
what they willdo. If the move succeeds it will 
be followed by the other lines. If it fails it 
will be useless to take similar action in 
the matter. A prominent freight official 
said: “I am glad the St. Paul and 
Kaneas City has taken this step, and should the 
matter be brought before the commission our 
road will do all it can to help the St. Pan) and 
Kansas City out." If there are any roads in the 
country which should be given rellef from the 
long and short haul clause it is these runntng 
between Ohicago- and St. Paul. For months we 
have been doing nothing but getting out new 
tariffs, and we don’t know one day what changes 
will be made the next. While I doubtif the 
action of the road will meet with legal approval, 
Lam glad the step has been taken.” 


CxuicaGo, June 5.—It is now evident that 
the competitors of the Burlington and Northern 
and the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City have 
determined to wait a while before meeting 
the reduced rates between Chicago and 
8t. Paul. As a matter of fact it has 
been deemed advisable to let the 
matter rest, even at the sacrifice of a guod deal 
of business, until the Iowa Railroad Commis- 
sioners have completed their work of preparing 
& distance tarift fer roads in that State. To 
lower St. Paul rates now would, perhaps, in- 
fluence the Commissioners to make equally low 
rates in Iowa, and that would frustrate the plans 
of the roads interested in the traffic of that 
State. There is a growing belief that 
the associated lines will in time adopt 
@ policy calculated to drive the Bur- 
lington and Northern into bankrupt- 
oy. To bring about such a conclusion 
they would have to cut both local and through 
rates at a great loss to themselves, but they 
probably think it would be worth the sacrifice 
to get rid of a competition that has been a thorn 
in their sides for over a year.

The loan now open to subscription 
aggregates $24,686,000, bearing 4 per cent. in- 
terest in gold, with principal payable Jan. 1, 
1958, the bonds being secured by a general 
mortgage on allthe property of the Reading 
Railroad Iron and Coal Companies. The sub- 
scription opens at 10 o’clock this morning. 

Accompanying the prospectus of the banking 
houses is a letter from President Austin Corbin 
giving details of the position and ‘resources of 
the Reading Company. Under the reorganiza- 
tion, says Mr. Corbin, Reading's finances were 
adjusted so that the company’s fixed charges 
were “quite within the average net earnings 
since 1880,” and be points out that the com- 
pany is free from floating debt.

IN A RECEIVER’S HANDS. 

DETROIT, Mich., June 5.—The Mineral 
Range Railroad has passed intoa Receiver’s 
hands for the non-paymentof the first mortgage 
bonds, amounting to $200,000, which matured 
June 1, with interest for one year. This is a 
narrow gauge road running from Hancock to 
Calumet. Its traffic is entirely local. For years 
it was the only 3l-inch narrow-gauge railroad 
in the country that could pay its Superintendent 
@ salary of $10,000 a year, and deolare big 
dividends. It was secured two years ago by 
Henry 8. Ives. This default does not affect the 
Hancock and Calumat Railroad, which is under 
the same general management, and has proved 
@ very lively competitor for the business of the 
region. This latter road runs parallel with the 
Mineral Range between Houghton, Hancock, 
Calumet, Red Jacket»and Lake Linden. The 
bends of the Mineral Range are secured by the 
entire rolling stock aud real estate, so that it is 
thought a settlement of existing difficulties, 


whatever they are, will be effected. Charles A.

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OBITUARY. 
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FREDERICK VOKES. 

Frederick Mortimer Vokes, the comic 
actor and pantomimist, whose death in London 
is announced in this morning’s cable dispatches, 
made his first appearance in this country in the 
Spring of 1872 at the Union-Square Theatre. 
His’ expressive features, his slender, nimble 
limbs, and his inherent drollery carried him at 
once to a high place in the favor of New-York 


theatregoers. He shared the American triumph 
of the famous Vokes Family with two of hie sis- 
ters, Victoria, the queenly, black-eyed one, and 
merry Rosina, lately associated with a more re- 
fined variety of light theatrical entertainment 
than the acrobatic farce of those days: 
Fawden Vokes (who was Frederick Fawdon 
off the stage and not a Vokes at all) 
and Jessie Vokes, who died five years ago, were 
the only other members of the troupe. Fred- 
erick Vokes was bornin London Jan. 22, 1848, 
and made his first appearance at the old Surrey 
Theatre during the ascendancy of Wright the 
comedian. The Vokes Family, as an organiza- 
tion, was first made known to London on Box- 
ing Night, 1868, when the pantomime of 
“Humpty Dumpty” was produced atthe Ly- 
ceum Theatre. Their combined agility and 
humor had so great drawing power that they 
kept together thereafter for many years, and 
their partnership was the excuse for those curi- 
ous combinations of pantomime, faree, 
and music hall melody called ‘Belles 
ot the Kitchen,” ‘“Phebus’s Fix,” ‘The 
Wrong Man in the Right Place,” 
and “Fun ina Fog.” These pieces were done in 
this country many times in the decade succeed- 
ing the first triumph of the Vokes Family here in 
1872; and they were imitated by many ey car- 
penters. What is now eravely called “faree 
comedy” by Mr. C. H. Hoyt and his associates is 
@ species of acrobatic farce founded on the 
Vokes Family’s sketches. Frederick was the 
business head of the Vokes Family and the man- 
ager. He was a comic actor ot excellent gifts. 
He sang well, danced well, and had genuine 
skill as an impersonator of character. 

Mr. Vokes married Miss Bella Moore, the 
second daughter of George W. Moore, better 
known as “Pony” Moore, whose two other 
daughters respectively married Charlie Mitchell, 
the pugilist, and James Stratten, the Bnffalo 
minstrel. Mrs. Vokes accompanied her husband 
to America on some of his later trips, but after- 
wards remained in England. He leaves a 
daughter 10 years old. 

For some time past Rosina Vokes (Mrs. Cecil 
Clay) and her husband haveoccupied apartments 
at 253 Fifth-avenue. Mr. Clay was not at home 
last evening, and Mrs. Clay declined to receive 
any visitors. It was, however, stated at the 
house that a cablegram from Victoria Vokes, 
in London, had been received by Mrs. Clay early 
Sunday evening announcing her brother’s death 
on Sunday morning. No particulars were given, 
and sheé cabled back for further information, but 
had received none up to midnight last night. 
No oné at the house had any idea as to the cause 
of Mr. Vokes’s death.

RIOHEPINS PIECE AT THE 
FRANQAIS. 


Paris, May 20.—M. Richepin is a great 
favorite here, and deservedly so, for his 
work not only shows thought and a deep 
love for his art, but it gives the pleasanter, 
yarer quality of inspiration. In a volume 
of verse, published a year or more since, 
under the comprehensive title of ‘‘ Lamer,” 
Richepin gave the full measure of his 
ardent, passionate infatuation for the deep 
ocean, the raging wave, and its musical 
cadence. The comedy of ‘Flibustier’ is 
a continuation of the same theme in a 
lighter keynote, and it is there its only 
fault lies. It was translated by the poet 
from prose into verse at the request of M. 
Clarétie, the play having been written 
originally for a boulevard theatre. M. 
Clarétie wanted a sort of dramatic revival 
of,a picture of Lotti, sung in the noble 
verse of Richepin. The scene is laid at St. 
Malo. at the close of the seventeenth cent- 
ury, and the story is not anew one, for it 
must always be constant and ever-endur- 
ing, the long-expected and sudden return of 
asailor boy, who usually comes. back, if 
alive, when least hoped for. Richepin’s 
hero is no exception, and to make matters 
complex he has two instead of one. 

The old maitre, Legoez, followed the sea 
for 30 years, and his affection for the idol 
of his life has suffered no inconstancy; it 
has not even been affected by the loss of 
three sons, all of whom ars buried in a 
watery grave, The last boy left home when 
10 years of age as acabin boy. Since that 
time no tidings have come to his family of 


the wanderer, The grandfather believes 
his pet child to be alive, and he goes to the 
pier to watch for his returny aud his pa- 
tience tires not and his hopes continue firm 
and strong in spite of countless disappoint- 
ments. He lives in a picturesque fisher- 
man’s hut with quaint old sideboards, 
curious decorations of nets, guns, and the 
equipments of his calling. It is a 
elean-looking room, and Marie Anne, 
his daughter-in-law. must be a_ tidy 
housewife, The old man _ rules the 
household with a rod of iron, his feeble 
will is law, and the only merry note is 
sung by pretty Janie, in tunesome sailor 
songs, while she sits on alow seat near 
grandpére, making her lacework on the 
cushioned basket form. Janie puts not 
much faith in the belief of grandpdre; 
when her cousin went off she was 8 years 
old, but even then she knew that they were 
betrothed, and that some day they must 
marry. Her mother feigns to admit the 
illusions of the grandfather for peace sake, 
but at heart she mocks his earnest conti- 
denes, and she hates the sea. Her transi- 
tory revolts are, in fact, the most noble 
verses of the poet’s theme. When the play . 
begins Legoez is going to take his daily 
turn among the boats and the sailors, and 
he thinks that the noonday sun will 
prove generous to his watchfulness; he 
is more cheerful, more sanguine than ever, 
this bright, pleasant sea day. He has hard- 
ly left his home when a young-looking fel- 
low comes in with amuch battered leath: 
ern bag and declares himself at once to be 
Jacquemin, a comrade of Pierre and the 
bearer of his few treasures, among them the 
rosary, twin to the one used by grand- 
father. Jacquemin had some faint hope 
of finding his friend alive, but he soon 
connects and relates how he must have 
fallen in battle with the Spaniards. While 
he tells the story the grandpére’s step is 
heard. Frightened, Marie Anne bids him 
enter the adjoining room while she pre- 
pares the old man. She sets to work 
rather awkwardly and finishes worse, for 
Legoez discovers the bag and its contents 
and jumps to the instant conclusion that 
his prayers have been answered and that 
Pierre hasreturned. Jacquemin hears him, 
and leaves his hiding place to tell the truth, 
but Marie Anne bids him to be silent, in 
mercy tu the aged man. ‘ You will be at 
sea in five days,” she added. ‘Let him at 
least die content.” Jacquemin yields all too 
suddenly it seems, and embraces happy Le- 
goez. This act is not very good and neither 
is the poem particularly spirited. The usual 
exuberance of Richepin, that joyous out- 
pouring of the poet’s soul whichis so dis- 
tinctive of his style, is missing. He seems 
bound down, feftered, as it were, by the 
conventional. atmosphere of the Francais. 

The second act is far better. First there 1s 
the convivial scene, where the neighbors 
and friends come in, and then the noonday 
meal, where the old man listens eagerly to 
the rambling sea tales of his supposed 
grandchild, He indulgesin many asly hit 
at.the English, while he watches Janie, who 
loves all too soon the handsome sailor lad. 
The mother watches, too, and knowing the 
truth she tries to prevent the couple from 
yielding to their love. Janie wonders why 
-ierre speaks not; he is her fiancé, and law 
and custom should give him the boldness he 
seems so suddenly to lack. The old man 
earries off Marie Anne to be his companion 
in his daily walk, so that the young 
peovle ean have a chance to chat, 
The duet is a charming one, and 
it is wonderfully played by Mme, 
Sarretta and her husband, M. Worms. 
Jacquemin loves the girl, but he is an 
honest fellow, and, pushed to the wall of 
self-defense, he declares his identity and 
says that he cannot, must not, steal a 
tenderness belonging by long right to an- 
other. He bids Janic farewell, and is about 
to leave her in despair in the arms of her 
mother. when the door opens and the real 
Pierre appears. Legoez comes too, and soon 
discovers the truth. ‘To embrace the true 
grandchild and to curse and shunt out the 
false one is the work of a moment. Janic 
alone remains true, and bids her lover be 
brave and firm, for she loves him, and him 
alone, forever and always. 

In Act Ll. the poet was obliged to fix 
matters: before their detail became weari- 
some, and he does this in a elumsy fashion. 
Jacquemin, whe comes back from the mines 
of Mexico, rich in gold and true to his boy 
love, has not sueceeded quite in conquering 
the heart of Legoez, who regrets that he 
has left the sea even forthe rich giving 
land. He refuses to give up his humble 
work by the sea waves, and bis heart, like 
Janic’s, inclines to the sailorlad Jacquemin. 
There is no stormy scene of wrath and ree- 
onciliation, suchas Richepin might easily 
execute and conquer; an explanation takes 
place and Pierre leaves Janic to Jacque- 
min, and the obstinate, faithful old grand- 
father still worships his old love, the ses, 
which has returned to him two boys instead 
of one. 

The creation of Legoez will certainly be 
counted as one of the best among the many 
great ones of Got. He is not the sailor 
veteran, dear to the legend and heart of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, but he is the perfect 
picture of the Breton fisherman. Every 
gesture ia a study, every intonation a varld 
of sentiment and meaning. Worms, as 
Jacquemin, found a réle suited to the 
passionate, sombre depth of his nature; he 
excels in thefeoncentration of pent-up feel- 
ing, bursting forth suddenly, lashing 
itself into the splendid fury of avowed, 
unreasoning emotion. Mme, Barretta is 
charining in the poetical réle of Janic, and 
Mme. Granger is eonscientious in the part of 
the mother. The ensemble is excellent, Le 
Roche being the only one not quite equal to 
the difGeult, unsympathetic character of 
Pierre. The verses met with unaqualitied, 
enthusiastic aprlause. I have not heard 
this Winter such general, unfailing appro- 
bation from every corner of the house, and 
the artists were recalled again and again, 
This is not an every-day favor at the Fran- 

ais. The comedy will certainly have a 
"ees run, and still more so because young 
girls can go and seeit. Itisa piéce de famille 
aud such exceptions are rare boons in Paris. 

In great contrast is Théodore de Banville’s 
*‘Baisée.” It was originally given at the 
Théatre Libre. It is a mere caprice de 
maitre, a sort of jeweled fairy tale, Mule. 
Reichemberg appears in the disguise of an 
old lady, to whom the virgin kiss of a 
youth must restore her own beauty 
and juvenility. It is Pierrot whe ac- 
complishes this act of mercy and 
who falls in love with the grace and 
charm of his heroine, She returns to her 
fairy sisters, but makes her final bow to the 
public in tunesome verse. Thereis an add 
and amusing mixtupe of old-time grace and 

xiquant allusion to all the modern jokes. 

t would be trivial were it done less charm- 
ingly, less delicately ; as the one-act fancy 
has all the dainty eloquence of the poet’s 
happiest mood, it is delightful and is mar- 
velously interpreted by Reichemberg and 
Noquelin cadet. L. K. 


Tue THIBETAN SrePPEs.—The strangely 
wild beauty of this scene was enbanced by 
the extreme clearness of the air which in 
Thi betrenders surrounding objects,and their

black clear-cut shadows, almost startlingly 
distinct, and distances most deceptive. A 
natural consequence of so transparent an 
atmosphere is, that the sun’s rays strike 
through it with the most astonishing power. 


Indeed, from the moment the sun appears 
over the horizon it commences pitching 
into your face, and especially your poor 
nose; and even although these may be 
shaded from its direct beams, the radiation 
from the dry stony —— so great as to 
make some sort of covering for the face 
very desitable. And oh! the merciless, 
marrow-searching wind that hardly ever 
ceases blowing on these bare Thibetan 
steppes, except for a few hours in the 
morning, and not always even then. How 
it, combined with hard ‘frost every night, 
parches and cracks the sun-scorched skin 
on your face and lips, until speaking be- 
comes painful, to laugh is a torture, and to 
wash is almost impossible. Day after day 
the skin peels off your face and hands, 
There 1s no escape from this evil in Thibet; 
it is the great drawback to a trip there. I 
generally wore a kind of mask made of thin 
cloth, extending down just over the nose, 
with apertures for the eyes, and always 
kept my face well smeared with a sal¥e 
composed of bear’s grease and spermaceti, 
which acted like basting to roast meat, 
inasmuch as it prevented the skin from 
being quite frizzled up.—Blackwood’s Maga-

CHEAP EXOURSIONS TO THE PACIFIO. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin, May 28. 

These transcontinental excursions have 
now obtained a permanent hold on all the rail- 
roads, Every railroad is bidding for them. 
They are asource of so much profit that the 
temptation to ‘ cut rates” is almost irresistible. 
A large part of the time of railroad agents and 
managers is now taken upin preventing de- 
struction of “pools” organized ostensibly for 
mutual protection and to prevent the reduction 


of excursion rates. Whether any railroad ever 
really suffered through the rupture of a “‘ pool,” 
sueh as occurred a couple of years ago, ls an 
open question. It has been maintained that all 
tne railroads made money even when the fare 
to er from Chicago was only $12. However 
that may be, California profited immensely by 
it. And noone can estimate the great value 
that would acorue to the State if another such 
rupture in the railroad pool should occur 
during the present Summer, signs of which 
some people think they now discern. These 
railroad excursions give us an opportunity of 
learning how cheaply, under favorable circum- 
stances, transportation by rail tor long distances 
ean be aceomplished. One cent per mile is the 
cost of moat of the excursions in this State this 
year. Such extremely low rates are rare any- 
where. But they give an immense impetus to 
travel, and they helpin yarious ways to stimnu- 
late business, having but a remote relationship 
to railroads. They enable hundreds of people, 
also, to explore the State, to get a better ac- 
quaintanee with its resourees and its possibili- 
tiles. And if exoursions had no other value than 
what is represented in the latter factit would 
pay well to stimuiste thom. The railroad com- 
panies have discovered that excursions help tha 
settlement of the State, and that means an in- 
crease of permanent business to them,

AS TO DUPLICATE WRIST. 


From the London Figaro. 

The new way of playing whist—duplicate 
whist as they call it—is already causing the 
most intense excitement in whist-playing cir- 
cles, and wherever I go, in my whist-playing 
capacity I mean, I find the pros and cons of 
the new method of playing the game being vig- 
orousiy—nay, in some cases, almost flercely— 
discussed, The alterations started by Mr. R. A 
Proctor as to “signaling” and “ echoing” and 
other modern devices of that kind was mildness 


itself compared to that which is raging as to the 
“duplicate whist” which a4 whist-playing doctor 
in the north of London has invented. His 
** duplicate whist,” I may explain, eliminates at 
@ stroke the element of chance, or luck, or what- 
ever you choose to call it, which has always 
been a feature in whist playing. For this now 
you play “ duplicate whist.” Having dealt the 
cards as usual, you play them according to the 
existing rules; but then, when the game is over, 
instead of dealing the cards afresh, the same 
hands which have just been played are again 
taken by the four players; A and C, however, 
now having the ecards whieh B and D held, 
while B and D take the hand just played by A 
and C. Thus the same hands are played out a 
second time, anda scoreis keptso that it may be 
seen which pair of partvers has made the most 
of the cards they have successfully held. And 
this process being repeated with every game, the 
rubber is finally said to be won bythe two 
players who, under the above conditions, have 
shown the greater skill, Skill, in short, alone 
telis in duplicate whist, chance having nothing 
whatever to do with the result; for 1f one pair 
of partners get all four honors tn their hands in 
the first game, their rivals will hold them, as a 
matter of course, in the next. So far as I can 
udge, however, duplicate whist is not likely to 

e generally adopted instead of the ordinary 
game. The element of chance which enters 
into whist as now played gives it its chief 
charm in the eyes of many players, who often 
trust to their luck to enable them to hold their 
own with far stronger and more scientific 
players. Luck, indeed, serves not infrequently 
to make a fair handicap out of what would 
otherwise be a very one-sided race, and though 
Cavendish and other whist wang te of the first 
rank are said to be ardent admirers of duplicate 
whist, I think it will only oust ordinary whist to 
a comparatively small extent.

THE ACTORS GREAT DAY 


SEVENTH ANNIVERSARY OF 
THE FUND. 
CROWDING THE MADISON-SQUARE ‘THE-* 
ATRE AND APPLAUDING 
SPEAKERS/AND THEMSELVES. 


It was actors’ day yesterday, and-from* 
their scattered homes inthe city and the out- 
. posts of Brooklyn and Jersey all paths led to 
the Madison-Square Theatre, where exercises to 
celebrate the seventh anniversary of the Actors’ 
Fund Association were held. Those who were 
within reach and did not aitend could be named 
in a few lines. Those whe were there numbered 
700, filling the lower floor and the first gallery, 
crowding the boxes and stage, and standing in‘ 
mass between the back rows of seats and the 
walls. 

In one of the boxes nodded the plumes of 
Lotta, above a pair of sparkling eyes. Mrs. 
Boucicault looked out over a host of familiar 
faces from another box. Mrs. Leland came 
down from Albany to enjoy the honors of still 
another box. The fourth box was occupied by 
Mrs. Ingersoll and her daughters. Aunt Louisa 
Eldridge had a favored seat, from which her 
beaming face shone in the fullness of radiant 
enjoyment. A bevy of Casino favorites were 


clustered about her. Richard Mansfield sat, as 
@ delighted audivor, in the house where his 
audiences are greeting him this week. Beatrice 
Cameron looked coy and sweet under a crown 
of waving flowers. The merry laughter of Pearl 
Eytinge rippled across the parquet until it be- 
came infectious, and set that part of the house 
in good humor to begin the day with. 
At 4 o'clock the trim President of the associa- 
tion, A. M. Palmer, came in sight from the 
balcony of the reception room in which the stage 
Was set, escorting Col. Ingersoll. Then came 
Manager William Henderson, the modest, 
clerical-looking member of the Fund cabinet. 
Harry Miner, Ed Gilmore, William J. Florence, 
Harry Watkins, Col. Sinn, and ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer came next in viewin the order named, 
and were all recognized and welcomed. So was 
Dion Beucicault, in a bandbox suit of the light- 
est gray. While the stage entrance was in 
- progress, the combined orchestras of the Casino 
@nd the Madison-Square Theatre, under the 
direction of Frank Howson, played the over-, 
ture to‘ A Midsummer Night’a Dream.” They 
had the upper gallery to themselves. 
The tirst serious business was the annual ad- 
dress of President Paimer, After speaking 
generally of the purpose and work of the asso- 
clation, he proceeded to a recapitulation of 
what had been aecomplished during the six 
ears of activity and for the year just ended. 
Re cobes for the six years were $95,853 53, an 
average of $15,975 58 per year. Receipts were 
$146,301 19, an average of $24,383 53 per 
year. The number of persons relieved was 
1.509 and the number buried 382. Relief was 
turnished last year to 276 persons and burial 
for 48 at aiotal expense of $15,000. The asso- 
Giation had enjoyed the free services of 15 physi- 
cians, wno made 1,243 visits in this city and 
Brooklyn during the pastyear. Mr. Palmerspuke 
leasantly of the work of Louis Aldrieh, H.C. 
iner, and William Henderson in re-estabjishing 
@ dramatic bureau under the direct control of 
the association, and asked for it the patronage 
of the profession. He also laid special emphasis 
on the interest shown by women in the associa- 
tion's work, notably by the benefits at Manches- 
ter under Mrs. Booth, and at the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre, and at Aibany by Mrs, Langtry and 
Mrs. Leland. There was a balance in the Treas- 
ury a year ago of $17,207 15, and receipts since 
then of $25,318 73. Expenses for the year were 
$25,580 98, leaving cash on hand of $16,944 90, 
besides $27,000 in Government bonds, worth a 
premium of $7,188 75. The total on hand is 
thus $51,133 65. There were no important 
donations or legacies during the year. 
Mr. Palmer hit the Western managers who re- 
fuse to give benefits, although clamorous always 
for favors, and said that if calls for help were to 
continue from that quarter reform in Western 
methods ought not to be wholly neglected.

Q@UARRELED ABOUT A WIDOW. 

BALTIMORE, Md., June 5.—A murder, of 
which a woman was the cause, has excited the 
usually quiet little town of Gaithersburg, Mont- 
gomery County, Md.

IN PRESIDENY ARTHURS HONOR. 

The memorial window to: President Ar- 
thur that will be placed by his triends in Trinity 
Church, Lenox, Mass., has just been completed 
by the Tiffany Glass Company. Itis 9 feet high 
and 5 feet wide, aud contains several thousand 
pieces of giass, put together so as to give the 
desired effect without painting. ‘The back- 
ground is deep blue, gradually growing lighter 
toward the top, where the seven-branched can- 
dlestick is introduced, with Alpha and Omega 
on either side. In the middie there appears a 
golden cross, surrounded by vines bearing clus- 
ters of grapes, and with four white doves 
perched upon the branches. At the base isa 
panel of Titian red, surrounded by dark amber 
jewels, and upon which is inscribed the follow- 
ing: “ Inloving memory of Chester Alan Arthur, 
twenty-first President of the United States. 
Born Oct. 5,1830. Died Nov. 18, 1886. ‘And 
finally after this life to attain everlasting joy 
and felicity through Jesus Christ, our Lord,

“THE CORONER’S JURY FINDS THE -BRUSH 


COMPANY RESPONSIBLE, 
The. Coroner’s jury which has for more 


‘than two weeks been engaged in investigating 


the killing of Thomas Murray by an electric‘ 


light current yesterday returned a verdict hold-,| 


ing the Brush Electric Mluminating Company: 
responsibie for the unfortunate lineman’s death. 
It added a recommendation that the;Coroner call 
the District Attorney’s attention tothe presence 
of electric light wires in the streets, and this 
Coroner Levy promised to do. 

W. H. Johnstone of Philadelphia, the first 
witness, said he was at the head of an electric | 
conduit: company and regarded the arc-light 


wires in New-York as Seen. dangerous to 
life and property. They were only covered with 
‘cotton strands and paint. Within six months 
a distributing system might be arranged and be 
in operation on wires leading from the subways. 

George W. Clinton, Professor in the Polytech- 
nie Institute, Brooklyn, gave as his expert 
opinion that New-York’s electric light wires’ 
were not sufticiently insulated and were danger- 
ous to life and property. So thought Chief 
Engineer Leonard F. Beckwith of the Consoli- 
dated Telegraph and Electric Subway Com- 
pony, and Henry 8. Kearney, engineer of the 

oard of Electrical Control. ‘As long as the 
electric light companies can keep them over- 
head,” Mr. Kearney said, “kill people, and not pay 
for it, it’s cheaper than itis to put them under 
ground.” : 

Commissioner Gibbens explained how the 
Board of Electrical Control had permitted cer- 
tain electric light companies to string wires 
where there were no conduits. The jury de- 
clined Coroner Levy’s offer to produce one addi- 
tional witness. 

The Coroner delivered a 15 minutes’ charge. 
He called the jury’s attention to the dangerous 
nature of the electric light plant and the mer- 
cenary action of the companies in avoiding the 
cost of burying their wires, and urged them to 
find whether any person or persons were re- 
sponsible for Murray’s death. 

The jury returned, after deliberating for more 
than two hours, with the following verdict: 

‘We find that the death of Thomas Murray was 
caused by an electric shock recoived from an im- 
pd tants insulated electric light wire operated and 
controlled by the Brush Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany while in the discharge of his duty as a line- 
man in the employ of said company on the 11th day 
of May, 1888, at 616 Broadway, New-York. 

“We also find from the evidence that said wire 
was not in use, had not been in use for about five 
months prior to May 11, ultimo, and was permitted 


to remain alive wire ina dangerous condition and 
position, 


‘* We therefore find the Brush Electric Dluminat- 
ing Commnggce A responsible for the death of Thomas 
Murray. @ strongly condemn the parsimonious 
spirit of the electric lighting companies in main- 
taining aconstant menace to life and property by 


not keeping their wires in repair with proper meth- 
ods of insulation. 


“ We would recommend that the Coroner immedi- 
ately call the attention of the District Attorney to 
the illegal maintenance of wires above ground in 
this city.” 

Coroner Levy thanked the jury, promised 
speedy compliance with their recommendation, 
and discharged them, after which Foreman 
Lynch said that, as citizens of New-York, the 
jurymen wished to thank the Coroner for his en- 
— and exhaustive inquiry into the sub- 
ect.

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LAWYER MARSI’S STORY 


BRAMBRANDT AND RAPHAEL 
S¥aIK# A BARGAIN. 

THE TRIAL OF ANN O’DELIA SALOMON 
WRLE UCNDER WAY BEFORE JUDGE 
GILDERSLEEVE AND A JURY. 

Ann O'Delia Salomon, alias Diss Debar, 
Was apparently much more interested in her 
pair of yellow suede gloves yesterday than any- 
thing which eecurred during her trial, She used 
them as avisor to ksep the sunlight from her 
rolling eyas, she stretched them out impress- 
ively before the impressionable jury, she wageed 
them under Mr. Townsend’s noso when she 
wished to attract his attention tv some par- 
toularly knotty point in the testimony given by 
the chief witness and victim, Luther R. Marsh. 
phe let Mr. Townsend take care of her case unas- 
sisted, a departure trom her habit, and for this 
the lawyer seemed to ba exceedingly obliged. 

She was not unsupported by worshippers at 
her “temple.” Many persons of unsubstantial 
clothing, well-greased locks, and a hungry long- 
ing in their glances were there to uid her in her 
defense of spook pictures. Even the reporter 
ofadspirivalistic periodical was in the news- 
paperinciosure and smiled sympathy at her. 
Among Ann Salomon’s familiars was John J. 
O'Sullivan. He called his female associate’s at- 
tention to some published letters written by her 
te her brother some years ago, in which she ¢on- 


fessed the truth of some charges of rasvality 
made against her. Mr. O’Sullivan suggested 
thatahe should deny them. This she did with 
an exclamation which resembled a hoot and the 
words, * That’s a lie!’ Then sue tore the paper 
from her disciple’s hands and threw it upon the 
floor. The General” remonstrated at this ex- 
hibition of temper, but was overwhelmed by a 
few words from the atill infuriated woman, 

The jury was completed by the admission of 
Jacob A. Lewis, clothing, 212 Madison-street, 
and William G. Kelleher, produce, 119 East 
Forty-sixth-street, and then, both sides au- 
nouncing themselves satisfied, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Dos Pascoa opened the case for 
the prosecution. He enumerated the counts of 
the indictment and gave abrief review of the 
charges against Ann Salomon and Diss Debar, 
When he declared that the woman had swindled 
the old lawver out of $11,000 ‘to pay her debts 
or to fill her pockets,” the prisoner’s upper lip 
curled in lefty scorn and she assum d the air of 
persecuted innocence. 

While this was going on the eighth juror was 
very sleepy, but he, as well as the audience, was 
startled wheu Assistant District Attorney Davis 
summoned Mrs. Diss Debar to the stand. In- 
stantly there was a flutter of excitement as the 
* General’s” wife took the witness chair. She is 
a@ plain-looking little woman, perhaps 45 years 
old, but hereyes snappedand her brow wrinkled 
as ahe looked at her recreanthusband. She told 
the jury that her name was Amelia Diss Debar 
of $50 Norris-street, Philadelphia: that she was 
marriedto J. H. Diss Debar, “that man over 
there,” she indicated with a shaking forelinger. 
At this point Mr. Townsend interposed an ob- 
jection anda wrangle followed concerning the 
admissibility of further testimony from her. 
The court ruled against the defendant and Mr. 
Townsend was about to begin a searching cross- 
examination when the “General,” who did not 
seem to be satisfied with hia chair, whispered a 
word to his counsel and the latter remarked: 

“You are excused, Madam. We admit the 
marriage.” 

Mrs. Diss Debar leftthe stand with a Parthian 
shot at the General of: “ You'd better shet up!” 

Luther K, Marsh was ealled. The old lawyer 
appeared little changed. His halr was some 
what longer and was decidelly touseled. The 
witness Chair he strove to make as comfortable 
as possible by resting haif his back upon the 
seat and making a gothic urch of his 10 fingers. 
He looked upou the Salomon and she returned 
his gaze with a kindly, patronizing smile; in 
tact, she kept him in her eye during the re- 
mainder of the day. Mr. O’Sullivan at once be- 
gan to take interest in the proceedings and 
wagged his lower jaw in time to the stenogra- 
pher's peneil. ‘*General” Diss Debar was wool- 
guthbering. He was still gazing at the corner 
Where his wife had sat. 

Mr. Marsh gave his testimony for the people 
in a conversational mauner, answering the 
preliminary questions in so low a voice that Mr. 
‘Yownsena asked him to speak louder, *‘I can’t,’ 
returned the witness. ‘* [ shouted so hard to-day 
ata man who ran over an old woman thut lam 
hoarse. I'il stand, however.’’ And stand he did 
throughout the remainder of his testimony. He 
told of O'Sullivan’s agency in bringing him and 
the defendaut together. He declared that he 
had frequently paid her for her manifestations, 
* not any fixcd price, but what [ thought her 
time was worth.”. He told of ua visit he made to 
her in July, 1884, while she was living in Bank 
street. He said: **Mrs, Diss). De Bar gave me a 
blank canvas to hold. Theld itabove my head 
ana the Madam left the room. In about a 
minute she returned and told me to look at the 
exuyas, Idid so and saw. fresh painting of 
Adelaide Neilson, Just then one.of Madam’s 
children called through the window for sume 
bread and butter. BMadam wentto quict their 
calls, and when she returned the picture was 
gone, Lheld the same canvas over my head 
agzuin at her request, and again a picture of the 
actress appeared, this time without a bonnet. 
The paint was quite wet. it took me four days 
to makeitdry.” Atnoneof his meetings with 
the woman, the witness said, did he see her gup- 
posed husband. He told of several instances 
where written messages, purporting to come 
frou the spirits, were Landed to him. He re- 
eeouanened to have received one from the Apostle 
eter. 

Mr. Davis—Can you mentionany other spirits? 

Mr, Townsend, (interrupting)--I object. Iad- 
mit your sanity, Mr. Marsh: the people do not. 

dir. Davis—The people do not vlaim that Mr. 
Marsh isinsane. Such a supposition—. 

Mr. Townsend—Admit his sanlty aud the case 
ends there. 

The witness looked bored. Once he tapped his 
forehead signiticantly, and remarked, sutto voce 
to the reporters: * It’s all right up here yet,” 
Mr. Marsh, coutinuiog his testimony, declared 
that he had reouired 1s pictures before Ann 
Salomon came to iis house, Among them were 
portraits of Mrs. Mareh, Miss Neilson, Shake- 
speare, Rachel, Racine, Corneille, and the Em- 
peror Claudius. fte said that Mr. O’sullivan 
had told him that the intense mental strain en- 
dured by the Sy¥omou while having the last- 
named picture creduced had caused a great 
buneh to gather ou hr¢ left side, and when Mr. 
Marsh found ber she was reclining on a lounge, 
suffering irom thia result of her work. She said 
she was the daughter of Lola Montez, and that 
ahe led him to believe that she was “Gen,” Diss 
Debar’s wife. 

Mr. Davis—Would you have admitted her 
into your house if you had believed her to be 
other than she represented ? 

Mr. Marsh (~rith great promptness)—I would 
not. 

Mr. Marsh was very positive in his descrip- 
ticns of how the pictures were made. He ex- 
pressed unqualified contidence in their super- 
Hhatural origin, aud said he had seen the picture 
of Rembrantt “grow upon the canvas,” the 
paint oozing tarough the pores. In regard to 
his own portrait, *‘ puinted by Rembrandt,” the 
witness said t2is arrangement had beep entered 
into: ‘‘Rembrendt had painted Raffaelle’s pict- 
ure, and the latter returned the cempliment 
by painting Rewbran<dt’s. This-so pleased 
Rembrandt thas nrthing would satis- 
fy him but t: paint mine Of course I 
acquiesced, and that’s how my portrait came to 
be painted.” Then the witness narrated the tale 
of Aieshia. ‘I don’t know who she is,” said he, 
indicating the picture, ‘“‘but Madam Diss Debar 
told me she was a native of the planet of Venus, 
You will notice a templein the painting. Well, 
Madam Diss Debar informed me, on behalf of 
Aleshia, that the latter was paying a visit to 
Adelaide Neilson, and that they intended te go 
to chureh together that day to hear St. Augus- 
tine preach,”

ATIRACTED BY THE 


PRINCE, 


INCREASED ATTENDANCE AT THE CON- 
GRESS OF ANTHROPOLOGY. 


The attendance at yesterday’s sessions of 
the International Congress of Anthropology at 
Columbia Collega was very much greater than 
on the preceding day. The presenee of Prince 

Roland Bonaparte undoubtedly accounted for the 
attendance of a large number of richly-attired 
ladies at the morning session. The small lecture 
room used on Monday was much too small to 
accommodate the assemblage, and before 10 
o'clock the company was compelled to adjourn 
to a room twice ag large on-the same floor, At 
the conclusion of the morning session Prince 
Napoleon held something of an informal recep- 
tion, and was introduced to many of the visitors. 
He bore the ordeal of being stared at very 
meekly, and showed not the slightest affectation. 
He 18 a very handsome man, and the attention 
that he received yesterday trom the ladies in 
dicates that he will be treated in this country as 


all ‘freal live” Princes, Dukes, Counts, and 
Barons always have been. 

The President of the congress, Dr. E. ©. 
Mann, opened the proceedings, and Secretary 
Drayton read a letter from Gen. Sherman re- 
gretting his inability to attend. President Mann 
then introduced Prince Napoleon, who was very 
cordially applauded as he wajiked to the plat- 
form. He had no paper to read, he said, in very 
correct but somewhat broken English, and 
would contine himself to a few remarks in pre- 
senting to the New-York Academy of Aunthro- 
pology copies of his works. One of these was a 
large and splendidly-bound volume of ‘ Les 
Habitants de Suriname,” and the other was a 
small one concerning the Laplanders. Both 
volumes are elaborately illustrated and treat of 
the predominant characteristics of classes of 
human beings of whom little is generally 
known. In accepting these books President 
Mann delivered a brief address in which he 
thanked the Prince vary earnestiy. 

The President then introduced Prof. E. P, 
Thwing, M. D., Ph. D., of Brooklyn, who read a 
paper on ‘Mental Automatism.” Dr. Thwing 
claimed that the chief fact in human existence 
was involuntary life, and he was in accord with 
the theories that ‘“ consciousness appears to be 
but a helpless spectator of a minute traction of 
a huge amount of automatic brain work,” and 
that ‘*the unconseious operations of the mind 
frequently far transcend the conscious ones in 
intellectual importance.” It was his belief that, 
while the will does not originate mental activ- 
ity, it may select, utili#e, and improve, and thus 
dommate automatic mental tendencies. The 
entire paper was an excellentexposition of and, 
in fact, a strong argument in favorof the prac- 
tical uses of hypnotism. 

‘the next paper, from the pen of Norman Kerr, 
M..D., F. L. 8., of London, on “ Pathologieal Ine- 
briate Heredity,’ was 1ead by Lewis D. Mason 
of Brooklyn. Dr. Kerris President of the So 
ciety tor the Study of Inebriety in London and 
Chairman of the Legislative Committee of the 
British Medical Assogeiation. He claims in his 
paper that itis notjust to class with ordinary 
criminals persons who have committed crimes 
while drunk with wines, spirits, with opium, or 
chloral. That no inconsiderable proportion of 
evil deeds done by persons under such Influences 
is, he Bays, thejoutcome of physical disease, hag 
been revealed by modern scfence. If this 
prior diseased condition had been treated and 
rectified, many acts of inebriate folly, vice, and 
violence would never have been perpetrated. 
Dr. Kerr calls the craying for narcotics, ** narco- 
mania,” and characterizes it as a disease which 
may be either acquired or inherited. He treat- 
ed in his paper chiefly ot the hereditary birth of 
the disease, heredity being, as he claims, the 
most potentof the vauses predisposing to ine- 
briety. The results of investigation had been 
such that, while he could not go so far as to 
agree with the claims that from 60 to 80 por 
cent. of all inebriates inherited their craving 
for intoxicants, he was quite convinced that 
fully one-half suffered from the hereditary 
taint. These may be divided into direct and in- 
direct inheritors. In the latter form there may 
be an innate tendency to excess in narcotics so 
that such handicapped inheritors of the ine- 
briate diathesis are utterly unable to indulge in 
moderation. In such cases there may be no 
craving for liquor; there may be even a distaste 
for it, but there is, nevertheless, a resistless im- 
julse toward it from birth, with so atronga 
proclivity for it that the siightest indulgence 
precipitates the subject into a paroxysm of in- 
ebriate excess. 

In other cases there seems to be an actual 
prenatal crave for intoxicants, inherited from 
conception, and the subjectindulges with avidity. 
In both the direct and indirect forms the writer 
had known of the traits of drunkenness to have 
been exhibited at the ages of from 3 to 6 yeara. 
The pathology of the inherited drink impulse, 
Dr. Kerr says, Consists in maternal nutrient 
perversions of the intra-uterine fwtus during 
pregnancy.

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MR. JASPER'S DEFENDERS. 


PROBABILITY OF A MAJORITY REPORT 
IN THE SUPERINTENDENT'S FAVOR. 
The meeting of the Board of Education 
to-day is likely to be fully as exciting as any 
that has been held in recent years. At the last 
meeting the election of a Superintendent of 
Schools was postponed until to-day, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate oharges of 
incompetency and neglect of duty against John 
Jasper, the incumbent. Several meetings of 
this committee have been held, and a great deal 
of testimony has been adduced, some of it of a 
damaging character to Mr. Jasper. But the 
committee was largely coustituted of friends of 
the Superintendent, and the majority report 


will be in the nature of an acquittal, But itis 
reported that Commissioner Webb is engaged on 
& mixority report, though to what extent he 
will disagree with the other members of the 
committee is matter of speculation merely. 
An educator of high standing in the com- 
munity, who has been following the investiga- 
tion with something more than professional in- 
terest, said toa TIMES reporter: “It is very 
much to be deplored that the examination could 
not have been held before an unblased tribunal. 
In thatevent the line of investigation would 
have been ditierent. Incompetency is, in a gen- 
eral sense, a difficult thing to establish by ordi- 
nary evidence. It requires proof of what a man 
has failed to do rather than what he has done. 
In the proof of incompetency, the results of a 
Superintendent’s entire policy or system of 
school government, running through a series of 
years, compared with the results obtained 
y other Superintendents in other large 
cities, should be accepted as a most 
convincing piece of evidence. But this investi- 
gation seems to me to have been a farce of a 
most deplorable charavter, In the first place, 
the members of the Board of Education took 
sides upon the question upon the vote to inves- 
tigate the Superintendent. Having resolved 
upon an investigation, if was not proper to con- 
stitute the committee of the friends of the Su- 
perintendent, who had voted against the investi- 
gation. Ordinarily it woula not be expected of 
such a committee that it would allow the inves- 
tigation to expand beyond the rigid lines of evi- 
dence observed in an ordinary criminal trial. 
Naturally it would endeavor so to shape the 
inquiry as to justify their preconceived opin- 
ions, [t will therefore surprise nobody that 
the majority report is favorable to the 
City Superintendent. Nor. on the other hand, 
will the report convince anybody of John Jas- 
per’s competency for the Superintendency. It 
was foreseen that the repert would he as it is. 
And new, although the proprieties would pre- 
vent any of the members of the committee from 
voting upon their own report, itis probably too 
much to expect of them that they will not do all 
in their power to perfect the exenipating pro- 
gramme they began upon. But the investiga- 
tion has at least demoustrated to the public the 
necessity of radical reform in the system of edu- 
eation or, rather, system of cramming for exam- 
inations at present prevailing in our New-York 
City schools.” ‘ 


ABSENT OI1TY OFFIOIALS. 


MAYOR HEWITT POINTS WITH PRIDE TO 
HIMSELF AS STICKING TO HIS DESK. 
Mayor Hewitt sat down yesterday to 

write an interview with himself about the ab- 

sence of local office holders from the city. He 
saw a few reporters around, and, calling them 
over, began to give his sentiments to them on 

the subject. He said that he had received a 

letter signed by C. Clay, John Reilli, James 

Thompson, and others compiaining that nearly 

all the office holders under Mayor Hewitt had 

gone to St. Louis. ** Now,” continued the Mayor, 

“T want to say right here that I don’t know 


who the men are who sign the complaint, Itis 
not a fact that all the heads of city departments 
have gone to St. Louis. None of the Police Com- 
missioners, I am told, are absent, and only one 
Fire Commissioner is away. The Commissioner 
ot Public Works, the President of the Park De- 
partment, and the Corporation Counsel are ab- 
sent. A number of Police Justices are absent, 
and many subordinate members of the City Gov- 
ernment are not attending to their business. 

‘As to the propriety of city officials absenting 
themselves from ibeir work, all I can say is that 
those who want a lesson in what should be done 
can look at me. The fact that lam at my desk 
is an evidence of what my position in the mat- 
ter is. [am not supposed to decide questions 
of propriety for anybody but myself, aud, I do 
not intend to do so. I have no power over either 
heads of departments or their subordinates. 
They can do pretty much as they please, pro- 
vided they keep within the law. Ifa Commis- 
sioner neglects his duty. I could prefer charges 
against him and after a hearing could remove 
him, with the consent of the Governor. In the 
absence, however, of any complaints that any 
officials have neglected their duties I can do 
nothing. I think it is safe to assume that the 
city business 1s being properly conductéd when 
no complaint. whatever has been made, Of 
course if, say, all the members of the Board of 
Fire Coinmissioners should leave their work at 
the same time I would probably prefer charges 
against them and leave the responsibility for 
removing them with the Governor.”

THE LAW-ABIDING SEA SERPENT MAKES
